.changed my mind after a few days of, well, boredom, and decided to postpone my 
| decision while bgot away for a while. 








During the months of April, May and June | had the opportunity to travel to Europe 
with NAUSEA, to whom | am forever grateful for this experience. Mind you, my 
involvement with M.A.S. and Profane Existence over the past few years has meant that 
I've never had the time or money to travel anywhere more than a week at a time and it 
was always right back into the shit when | got home. Well the trip to Europe did a few 
things. The firstis that | met a lot of cool and active (not necessarily both) people out there 
who showed me punk does not suck. In many ways this made me very enthusiastic about 
punk, Profane Existence and life in general. 

On the other hand there are people--like the tour promoters--who still exist within our 
community to pillage and profit from other people's effort. | mean fuck, | respect anyone 
who can book a tour and do it well, but there are also a lot of people who bring mainstream 
society's values into the alternative you are trying to create. | don't believe in fucking over 
everyone else for personal gain. Having to directly deal with these sort of people every 
day for six weeks really took its toll and | was almost convinced I'd never do anything with 
punk or politics ever again because people would just as soon fuck each other as work 
with them. 

Well, given some time to reflect on both of the above statements, obviously the 
former won out over the latter and we're back in action. For the lack of money to do 
anything else, we pretty much had to take the summer off and only work with the distri- 
bution. With the time off | did a few think's I'd been meaning to for ages like drink myself 
silly, go out and wreck shit, make homebrew and work on new schemes to get together 
stuff for future projects. 

A few things I’m happy to say is that I'm happy to be back working on Profane 
Existence. We've actually been working hard to get a more collective consensus on our 
projects. But this is tough as it's going to take some doing to get out of my own habits of 
quite literally doing EVERYTHING myself. We've sat down and made a few realizations 
about this magazine which should probably be expressed. 

The first is that we'll kill ourselves if we attempt to go monthly again. For one thing, 
the DIY punk community is too small to support such a project. Not to say there aren't 
a lot of people involved, but money is scarce when it comes to advertising budgets of 
small record labels. By going monthly we would, by default, be putting ourselves in direct 
competition with MRR as a monthly source of punk info. MRR exists as a monthly 
resource for the whole range of people and ideas that make up punk and what we're 
covering is only a small part of that. As well, there are plenty of other good news sources 
around besides us. Some regular news sources worth checking out would be Love and 
Hage, The Shadow and Ecomedia. Of course none of these publications are perfect but 
they are what you make them and participation is essential here. 

For the near future we will be printing less often than in the past. We've always lost 
money doing this magazine and we can't afford to lose any more. By doing it less often 
itwill cushion the blow financially and will give us more time to concentrate on getting them 
out and doing a better job. This issue is a special double issue in an attempt to get caught 
up a bit after six months of printed inactivity. | hope the price is worth it and those living 
in the Twin Cities who happen to pick it up free, any donation for time and cost would be 
appreciated. | hope we can continue to challenge, entertain and agitate for many years 
to come. Allthe people who have shown support for our projects, especially all those who 
wrote over the summer, | thank you for the encouragement to carry on. I'm glad to see 
there’s other people out there who want to create change, for a change.

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PRISONER PEROTTI 
TRANSFERRED 


John Perotti, a prisoner in Ohio incarcerated for 
nine years on charges stemming from the theft of 
$7 worth of goods, was transferred from the 
sensory-deprivation "hole" of Lebanon Prison to 
Mansfield Prison in Ohio on the 42nd day of his 
hunger strike. Although still being held in isola- 
tion, as he has for almost all of his nine years in 
jail, Perotti commented, “I feel 100% better here. 
No more daily harassment or experimentation 
and I'm with a lot of my comrades now.” His visits 
have been increased and he won a grievance suit 
against the use of chains on isolation prisoners as 
well. 

Perotti, who attempted suicide twice earlier this 
year in frustration and depression due to his 
atrocious conditions in Lebanon Prison, is still in 
jail despite the absolute pettiness of his original 
"crime" because he is a jailhouse lawyer and 
organizer with the Industrial Workers of the World 
within the prison.- —from Counter Information

Two thousand people clashed with cops in sleepy 
LaCrosse, Wisconsin after cops tried to disperse 
the crowd after a popular annual canoe race last 
April 28. The Johnnies used tear gas and batons 
to clear the area after revelers filled the streets 
after the bars closed and refused to heed the 
cops' demands to move on. Partiers fought back 
and overturned and torched a police squad car. 
Two cops were injured, one when a car ran over 
his foot and another was hit by a can hurled by 
someone in the crowd. Sixty-five people were 
arrested in the melee. —from The Associated

DINKINSVILLE: NYC 


Home Sweet Home (for Now) 


In the early morning of June 3, 1991, hundreds 
of police brutally and physically evicted the 
homeless resident of Tompkins Square Park in 
New York City. (For more info, see From Protest 
to Resistance, page 18. -ed) With nowhere to go, 
the park's homeless ex-residents began looking 
for a new place to live. Eventually, many of them 
settled in one of the few vacant lots in one area in 
which the police or drug dealers didn't chase 
them off: a grassless, treeless, shrubless dirt lot 
christened "Dinkinsville" by the residents in refer- 
ence to New York City mayor David Dinkins, a 
supposed "socialist" (or at least an ex-member of 
the Democratic Socialists of America) who or- 
dered the forced eviction of Tompkins Square 
Park. 

Dinkinsville, with a population of about 100 
people, is a roughshod tent city in New York's 
Lower East Side. There are six portable toilets 
installed, and a benefit gig at CBGB's raised 
funds to provide a shower fixture hookup to the 
fire hydrant across the street. The Sanitation 
Department is now picking up garbage in Dink- 
insville, standing by as the residents load their 
garbage themselves. Food lines have been moved 
a block away and several potluck dinners have 
been held by supportive neighbors in an effort to 
get acquainted with each other. 

However, rumors abound that Mayor Dinkins 
plans to evict the residents of Dinkinsville very 
soon, leaving the homeless with literally nowhere 
to gounless they and supporters can defend what 
little they have from Dinkins and his cop stooges.

The British government, bowing to massive resis- 
tance from working class persons, announced it 
will abandon attempts to implement the hated poll 
tax. The tax, introduced by former Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher, would have replaced:the old 
tax system whereby people pay a rate in relation 
to their wealth with one in which all people pay 
relatively the same amount, irrespective of their 
income. The switch from a graduated tax to a flat 
tax was resisted ferociously by lower class per- 
sons, who stood to pay as much tax as the local 
millionaire across town. The strength of the 
movementwhich defeated the tax laid in its broad 
working class community base and its employ- 
ment of a diversity of tactics and actions often 
falling outside the parameters of “legal” action. 

In all over 14 million people flat out refused to 
pay the poll tax in England and Scotland, an area 








On April 17 an early morning bomb blew up 
a logging bridge in British Columbia, Can- 
ada, destroying 15 meters (approx. 50 feet) 
of the bridge and halting logging on ancestral 
Native land. The bridge provided access to 
the Ure Creek logging road where members 
of the Lil'wat People's Movement, a faction 
of the Mount Curri Indians, erected barri- 


burial grounds of the Lil'wat Nation. The 
bridge was also attacked with chain saws. 
Cops estimate that a case of dynamite was 
distributed at five points onthe bridge, which 
was also sabotaged in April of 1989. Noone 
knows who is responsible for the blast. The 
Howe Timber Company, who claimed that 
they had been planning to replacethe bridge, 
quickly repaired it but three days later it 
caught fire, causing even more damage. 
The damage to the bridge shut down logging 
operations for a couple weeks. A company 
stooge whined, "It's a lot of wasted money

with a population of approximately 65 million. 
Many more millions were in arrears (late on 
payments). Resistance ranged from refusal to 
register or to pay to local organizing to the de- 
fense of houses of people scheduled to be evicted 
for nonpayment to massive demonstrations and 
riots. The brilliant part about the success of the 
poll tax resistance was that it was won by direct 
action, organized and carried out from below. 
The groups and individuals responsible for end- 
ing the tax worked generally locally, nonhierarchi- 
cally, and autonomously. 

Despite announcing the death of the poll tax, 
the British government maintains that the tax will 
remain in effect for another two to three years 
until itis replaced by the Council tax. In response 
to this and the fact that many people are still in jail 
as a result of poll tax resistance, the anti poll tax

In arelated incident, the Kennedy Bridge in 
Vancouver Island was destroyed, grinding 
95% of the logging operations in the region 
to a screeching halt and resulting in dam- 
ages to the bridge to the happy tune of 
$50,000-$100,000. 

A 23-meter (approx. 75 foot) section of the 
90-meter (300 foot) bridge was destroyed by

A recent study has proven definitively that the 
United States is indeed number one—in prison 
incarceration. The US now has the highest re- 
corded rate of imprisonment of any nation in the 
world according to a new report by The Sentenc- 
ing Project. With over one million persons in jail 
(almost 4% of the population), the US surpasses 
even notorious jailer-nations such as South Africa 
and the Soviet Union. Per 100,000 population, 
the US imprisons 426 people, compared to South 
Africa's 333 and the Soviet Union's 268. This 
esteemednew position for Amerika was achieved 
by adoubling of the US prison andjail populations 
in the last decade. 

Perhaps most alarming is the fact that Black 
males in the US are imprisoned at a rate four 
times that of Black males in apartheid South 








Milton Born With a Tooth, a Peigan Lone- 
fighter Society activist, was found guilty of 
six firearm-related charges and sentenced 
to 18 months in jail by an all-white judge and 
jury this spring. More than 80 Native and 
white supporters jammed the courtroom, 
raising their fists in defiance and jeering the 
sentence and the judge each time he men- 
tioned society’s responsibility to respect the 
law. 

The conviction and sentencing were re- 
lated to the Lonefighter Society’s diversion 
of the Oldman River in August 1990. The 
Lonefighters were protesting the planned 
construction of a dam which would destroy 
the Oldman River—sacred to the Peigan— 
and flood their traditional territory. Born With 
a Tooth was arrested at the incident for 
pointing a rifle at a cop and firing several 
warning shots in the air to ward off heavily- 
armed Canadian Mounties attempting to 
disrupt the diversion. 








Africa. For every 1,000 Black Americans, 31 are 
in jail. Out of the $16 billion annually required to 
maintain Amerika's prison system, $7 billion of 
that goes to locking up Black males. 

To add to the scenario, the US is also number 
one in the world in the commission of crimes. FBI 


- statistics indicate that while the prison population 


has doubled in the last decade, crime has only 
dropped by 3.5 percent. Amerikans still commit 
murder seven times as often as Europeans and 
rape three times more than Germans. Further, 
62.5 percent of prisoners are rearrested within 
three years of release, an astonishing rate of 
recidivism which in effect creates a permanent 
“prison class” in the United States. What are 
people being jailed for? In 1987, 65 percent of the 
340,000 Americans sent to jail Went in for prop- 


BORN WITH A TOOTH SENTENCED TO 18 MONTHS 
Judge and Govt. Born Without a Brain 


During the trial, judge Laurie MacLean re- 
fused to hear evidence regarding the politi- 
cal, cultural and spiritual motivations behind 
Born With a Tooth's actions, going so far as 
to liken him to Saddam Hussein and calling 
him asatanist. Fellow Lonefighters and their 
supporters characterize the Southern Al- 
berta region in which they live as “the Ala- 
bama of Canada" and point to a racist incon- 
sistency in the application of the law, as 
Aryan Nation members are allowed to flaunt 
illegal weaponry and sexually assault mem- 
bers of the press without penalty while Born 
With a Tooth (who already served four months 
in jail before the trial) got 18 months for 
defending himself and his band from aggres- 
sive Canadian pigs. However, it seems 
completely consistent to us: government 
consistently does whatever is in their interest 
andthe interests of big business. Obeying or 
enforcing theirown laws depends on whether 
it will benefit them and the business elite, not

IN THE 
TWIN CITIES 


On June 22 over 300 anti-racist activists marched 
through St. Paul's East Side, known as a strong- 
hold for racist skinheads and racist organizing. 
The march was planned over three month period 
and carried out by Anti-Racist Action- (ARA), a 
community-level anti-racist group comprised of 
anarchists, anti-racist skinheads, women’s and 
gay activists. The spirited march started with a 
tally and speakers and then snaked it's way 
through the streets of the East Side. Many 
minority community members and anti-racist 
whites joined the march which many see as the 
first organized attempt to stomp organized racism 
out in the community. о 

During the march racist skinheads guaged it's 
strength from a distance in automobiles. Well 
aware of the potential for the march to be attacked 
by the bone-head goon squads, ARA had pre- 
pared a defense structure to deal with any situ- 
ation that may occur—no doubtthe police wouldn't 
be of help if such a situation arose. When a small 
group of W.A.R. youth showed up to heckled they 
were dissuaded from attacking the march with the 
swift reaction of 25 of the security team who 
arrived at the scene. 

The march proved to be a success with favorable 
local media coverage and many other community 
groups were alerted to the professional way ARA 
went about organizing and carrying out the 
demonstration. Themarch through St. Paul helped 
establish need contact with minority residents 
and create a foothold for further anti-racist organ- 
izing in St. Paul. 

The ARA has been especially active this year 
organizing a coalition against the formation of a 
"White Student Union" on the University of Minne- 
sota campus. This is just part of a new offensive 
by the ARA to stomp out racist organizing in the 
Twin Cities.

KURDISH REPRES- 
SION CONTINUES 


USinFull Complicity, of Course 
The repression against Kurds in Iraq, Turkey, and 
throughout the Middle East continues. In Turkey 
(a US ally and fellow NATO member), their vil- 
lages have been destroyed and the inhabitants 
herded into camps not unlike the concentration 
camps used in Iraq. Turkish troops have threat- 
ened to shoot any refugees leaving the moun- 
tains on the Turkish/Iraq border. 

The Turkish government has a strategic reason 
to keep the Kurdish people forcibly encamped in 
impoverished conditions on the Turkish/lragi 
border: they provide a convenient buffer between 
Iraq and the eleven million Kurds living there. 

Thousands of Kurds in Iraq fled to Turkey after 
the US encouraged Kurdish revolts against the 
Iraqi regime and then allowed the Iraqi military to 
reestablish control of the area and purge any “dis- 
sidents". Fearing a large refugee Kurdish popu- 
lation that could possibly unite with Turkish Kurds 
in demanding national sovereignty, Turkey quickly 
closed off its borders to the desperate Kurdish 
people, herding them into poverty-stricken refu- 
gee camps. 

The US government tacitly support the Iraqi and 
Turkish suppression and/or internment of the 
Kurdish population because an. independent 
Kurdistan would threaten US interests and upset 
the balance of power in the Middle East the US 
has worked meticulously to maintain in its favor 
since WWII, a policy which culminated in the Gulf 
War. —from Counter Information 


PIGS PUNT OUT 
PUNKS IN LONDON 


On August 3rd, an Anti-Fascist Action benefit gig 
by Oi Polloi and Blaggers at the Hellhouse (a 
squatted factory in Southeast London) was at- 
tacked by cops, arresting up to thirty punks. 

The pigs turned up at the gig at about 1 AMand 
several gained entrance into the venue, but they 
were quickly turned out by the concert-goers. 
Five minutes later, however, the cops returned, 
wielding truncheons and leading dogs into the 
squat, violently evicting everyone. They also had 
the Electricity Board cut the power. 

After clearing the place, cops pushed a crowd of 
about 100 into the streets and made arrests. A 
few cop cars were damaged and several bottles 
and bricks were thrown but there was little the 
punks could do às the police split the crowd up as 
soon as they evicted them from the squat. 

However, the place was re-squatted the next 
day by the Hellhouse folks, got the power turned 
back on and plan to put on more gigs there. Also, 
the gig raised 200 pounds for thé Anti-Fascist 





Action, so all in all the gig was still a rousing 


success. Take that, coppers! 

Two weeks later, cops used similar tactics to 
break up a gig at another Squat in London, 
Midland Bank. Cops beat partygoers with truri- 
cheons and had the dogs attack them as well, 
sealing off a nearby street for two hours in the 
process. Eight people were arrested in the me- 
lee, some with serious charges.

SHOW REST OF US 
HOW IT’S DONE! 


One hundred to four hundred thousand anti- 


Government protestors rallied in major cities 


across South Korea last May, demanding the 


resignation of President Roh Tae Woo. The ` 
rallies were the largest since the student/worker 
uprising in 1987 thatended the dictatorial govern- 
mentof Chun Doo Hwan. Additionally, one million 
people were said to have walked off the job or to 
have boycotted classes. 

Protestors fought cops across the country. 
Seoul's city center was brought to a standstill by 


fighting between stone and firebomb-throwing 


students and riot police, who used tear gas. 


According to government counts, 28 cops were 
wounded nationwide. 


The riots were provoked by the killing of a 
student anti-government protestor on April 26 by 
police. Cops beat Kan Kyong Dae to death with 
steel pipes. Three people have committed sui- 
cide in protest of the killing by setting themselves 
on fire, while at least one other is in critical 
condition after setting herself on fire. —from The

In addition to the two political parties, there was 
also a small anarchist movement. Extremely 
weak and totally unknown by the population, it 
consisted of some groups of intellectuals and 
workers without permanent contact. 


Sound familiar? The above passage could 
easily be a description of the anti-authoritarian 
movement in present day America. In fact, the 
sentence quoted was written more than. forty 
years ago by the Russian anarchist Voline and 
refers to the state of anarchism in pre-revolution- 
ary Russia. It is contained in Voline's seminal 
work, The Unknown Revolution, and is a stirring 
chronicle of anarchism in the Russian Revolution, 
a book which | highly recommend. 

However, | did not mention this book merely to 
endorse it. Voline not only gives us the history of 
Russian anarchism; he analyzes it in an effort to 
find out what went wrong, to teach future genera- 
tions of militants to learn from Russian mistakes. 
As is evident above, his words have relevance 
even now. 

Voline identifies five main reasons for the fail- 
ure of the anarchist concept in Russia, reasons 
which can easily be applied to our situation as 
well. | propose to investigate these and to ana- 
lyze them. For once we recognize our problems, 
we can begin to solve them. Additionally, from 
this examination will emerge Voline's idea of what 
a revolution is, how it should proceed, and what 
the task of anarchists actually is. These sub- 
merged notions must attract our attention as well. 
Ultimately, they may have wider implications on 
us than the reasons Voline gives us on the sur- 
face. 

Firstly, Voline notes the following: "The gen- 
eral state of mind of the masses, and also of the 
cultivated strata of the population." As Voline 
explains, the masses could not conceive of a 
society without the state, without a government. 
The psychology needed for entertaining anar- 
chism was simply not there. 

When we examine American society, we can 
see that Voline's words for the most part ring true. 
Few people today will even recognize anarchism 
as ought but chaos, and fewer still will believe it 
possible. Thus, Voline makes an important point. 
The first step to achieving anarchism is to make 
it believable. 

Here, we must point out a difference in the 
analogy of Russia and America. In point #1, 
Voline is speaking of matters on the eve of, and 
during, the Russian Revolution. We are not on 
the eve of such events here in America. At this 
point we more closely resemble a Russia which 
Voline describes earlier in his work. As Voline 
says, " The peasant revolts were always directed 
against the immediate oppressors. . . It did not 
occur to the peasants to look for the source of the 
oppression further, in the Tsarist regime itself. To 
the peasants the Tsar was a type of idol, a supe- 
rior being high above ordinary mortals. . . guiding 
the great destinies of the state. The authorities,

the bureaucrats. . . did all they could to engrave 
this idea in the peasants' heads. The peasants 
finally accepted the legend, and later it became 
unshakeable." 

The Russian people were not able to conceive 
of a revolution because they still had faith in the 
Tsar. The "legend of the Tsar" has become, in 
America, the "legend of democracy." Millions of 
Americans are deeply dissatisfied with their lives 
and with their rulers at all levels. However, these 
are not yet a revolutionary people, for they still 
have faith in the institutions of democracy, just as 
the peasants had faith in the institutions of the 
Tsar. Unless the people's discontent extends to 
this fundamental level, the revolution will remain 
a dream. Aslong as people believe they can elect 
the right people to lead them, the "legend of 
democracy" will unfortunately live on. 

So, in a sense, America is farther behind than 
the people Voline discusses in point #1. The 
American people are not yet a revolutionary 
people. In another sense, however, we stand a 
good chance to move ahead. We may seem 
more backwards, but in actual fact we have less 
barriers to break through. 

Once the Russian people had denied the Tsar, 
they had to endure democracy, socialism, and 
communism, from which they are still emerging. 
In our time, communism has been rejected. Our 
only barrier is democracy. If we enter a revolu- 
tionary situation with democracy discredited (which 
is the only way America can enter a revolutionary 
situation), it would seem that anarchism is the 
only path available to the people (with the pos- 
sible exception of democratic socialism). 

To conclude point #1 then, it is important to 
recognize that our prime goal is countering the 
idea of the state. Of equal importance is the fact 
that Voline's anarchists were speaking to a revo- 
lutionary situation. We, on the other hand, face no 
such situation. 

Before | lose you all, | have to say a word about 
revolutionary situations. Voline talks about the 
“mind of the masses.” Voline places great reli- 
ance on the ordinary people in creating the revo- 
lution. This is to be expected, for itwas the people 
themselves who began the revolution. In Voline's 
opinion, the function of anarchists is to provide 
the people with an alternative to statism, to assist

Fighters when the people ask for fighters and not 
before. 

As | pointed out, this view is rather discourag- 
ing, especially if we are as far from a revolutionary 
situation as our analogy leads us to believe. Such 
an event seems even farther away when we see 
that 85% of the population supported the Gulf 
War. Personally, | have very little faith in the 
“masses” that | have come across. Yet, Voline’s 
analysis makes a great deal of sense. Successful 
anarchist action today would result not in a true 
revolution, but in a secession from larger society 





of the revolutionary elements. We have to decide 
if this is what we want or if we have the patience 
to wait for Voline's “awakening” of the masses. 
(Further implications of Voline's view for anar- 
chist activity today will be revealed in later points.) 

- Getting back to the failures of anarchism, we 
have Voline's second contention. Namely, the 
statist mindset was reinforced in the mainstream 
press, and not enough anarchist literature was 
available to provide opposition. Further compli- 
cating matters was the reliance of other alterna- 
tive groups such as the Socialists on statist be- 
liefs. On the one hand, then, you had a lack of 


the revolutionary situation develops. 

This point also adds to the undercurrent of 
mass-based revolution which Voline is develop- 
ing, and it gives us a glimmer of hope. Voline 
points out that during the Revolution, wherever 
the anarchist idea was available it was accepted 
by the workers and peasants until suppressed by 
the Bolsheviks. We can only hope that the 
American masses prove to have the same clarity 
of thought when presented with the anarchist 
alternative. 

Voline's fourth reason is one which makes 
sense, yetone whichis troubling as well. He finds 
that the mass of workers lacked independent 
class organizations which were experienced, 
proven, and ready to act on their own. Such 
organizations would have been much more re- 
ceptive to the anarchist ideal. Indeed, as just 
stated above, where they came into existence 
during the Revolution they were drawn to anar- 
chism. Few and far between, however, they were 
easily crushed by the Bolsheviks and by their own 
inexperience. 

This point is problematic for several reasons. 
First, in America, unlike Russia, there exists a 
burgeoning middle class. Indeed, even our work- 
ers, for the most part, cannot be considered 
strictly working class. Everyone tends to view his 
or herself às part of the middle class, with middle 
class values, etc. The lowest strata of our society 
is not the industrial working class but the service 
class, the fast food workers and so on. With this 
being the class, it is hard to perceive of a class- 
based revolutionary situation in America. 

This aside, however, we still have a lack of 
independent people's organizations. What is 
surprising is that Voline bemoans this fact, wish- 
ing such groups had existed before the Revolu- 
tion. Because if many such organizations had 
existed, they would have been proof of a revolu- 
tionary situation. In other words, they could not 
have existed before the Revolution. Thus, we

Anarchism has never been accurately presented 
in the mainstream press, and probably never will 
be.

In the Russian Revolution, the "legend of the 
Tsar" died on its own. The revolutionary situation 
created itself. The effect of WWI on the Russian 
population combined with famine.and the brutal 
actions of the Tsar to create a spontaneous 
uprising. The Russian Revolution was not begun 
by revolutionaries. Indeed, most of the Bolshe- 


viks were living abroad when it began. This is an 
extremely important fact to realize. 


In accepting Voline's account of the Revolu- 
tion, we must accept a definition of our own role. 
If itis the ordinary person who makes the revo- 
lution and notthe revo- 
lutionaries, we are 
forced into a difficult 
and disheartening 
position. We cannot 
create a revolution on 
our own. If we begin a 
revolution without a 
revolutionary spirit ex- 
isting among the 
people two things can 
happen. One, we will 
be bloodily repressed 
and no one will give a 
damn. Ortwo, by some 
miracle we find our- 
selves in de facto con- 
trol of power over 
people who do not 
understand us. In this 
situation, anarchist 
principles force us to 
abandon such a.posi- 
tion—again leading to 
failure for the revolu- 
tion. 

Voline’s anarchism, 
then, means we must 
put our faith in the 
masses to create the 
revolution. We must 
put our faith in them, 
thatthey willacceptour 
ideas when they come 
across them. Voline's 
anarchists, therefore, 
are teachers and sup- 
porters above all else.

as left-liberal, democratic-socialist sorts of things. 
Faced with this, anarchist have two main tasks. 

Somehow or another, the people must learn 
about anarchism. Most anarchist propaganda to- 
day in effect “preaches to the converted” (or the 
receptive). This is indeed important stuff, but we 
have to get beyond this stage. | don't know how 
to doit, I'm not certain if we can do it, but itis a ne- 
cessity nonetheless. We must lay the ground- 
work for an acceptance of anarchist ideas during 
the revolutionary situation. ч 

Along with this, we must combat and discredit 
the statist ideas of other opposition groups. If this 
can be achieved before a revolutionary situation 
breaks out, the revolution stands a good chance 
of creating an anarchist society. Again, this must 
be done in an educative manner. It will not do to 
beat up the RCP, however stupid they are. Such 
a tactic shows only the value of force, not the 
natural selection of the anarchist idea. Our "al- 
lies" on social issues must be fought, their pro- 
grams must be criticized, but we will not win by 
taking control. We will win when the people 
refuse to accept the statist alternatives. 

The response to point #2, then, is to concen- 
trate our resources on propaganda in both the 
mainstream and the alternative groups. Today, 
we have done too little in the mainstream and we 
have become part of the alternatives when in 
actuality we need to distance ourselves from 
them as well. 

The third reason given by Voline is one which 
follows from the second, and we have already 
more or less discussed its ramifications. As 
Voline notes, because the Socialist groups were 
well-organized and numerous in their opposition 
to the regime, it was they who were able to take 
advantage of the Revolution. The workers turned 
to these statist groups in search of an alternative; 
in most places the anarchist alternative was not 
available to them. Adding to this was the anar- 
chists’ own lack of disciplined parties. Of course, 
this is the only way for anarchism to proceed, but 
until anarchism is actually achieved it assumes a 
position of weaker influence when compared to 
the highly structured statis agendas. 

This adds little to the analysis we have used in 
point #2. It does, however, emphasize anar- 
chism’s inherent drawbacks. Namely, we rely on 
free acceptance of our ideas and not on force. It 
shows the desirability of combatting the statist 
alternatives now, while there is still time before

In some ing 
could be the case. Allthese groups would stand 
to benefit from a revolutionary situation, and all 
can be related one way or another to anarchism. 

These groups, then, are independent, experi- 
enced, proven, and they act on their own. They 
may not be revolutionary, but they would profit 
from a revolution. Our goal for point #4, then, is 
to give an anarchist perspective to these groups. 
In many respects, our goal is similar to the solu- 
tions of points #2 and #3. For many of these 
independent. organizations are also alternative 
political structures, rivals, infested with liberals, 
socialists, and communists. 

Voline's point #5, the final failure of anarchism, 
is one which bears little on today’s circumstances. 
It does, however, provide another piece of Vo- 
line's substructure on how a revolution should 
function. Briefly, then, we should tackle it. Itis a 
topic | plan to expand on elsewhere and would like 
to see approached by others as well. 

Voline believes that anarchism did not triumph 
because the revolution did not have time to evolve 
and attain its objectives. The true revolution was 
viciously stifled by the Bolsheviks who did not 
permit the free circulation of ideas and action. 
Voline explains that it was the Party dictatorship 
and suppression of speech which ultimately 
blocked the-way for anarchism. While this is 
certainly a warning not to trust the communists, it 
also reveals another of Voline's principles for 
revolution: 

“In social matters, no one can pretend to possess 
the whole truth, or to be immune from self-decep- 
tion. Those who do so pretend—whether they 
call themselves Socialists, Communists, Anar- 
chists, or anything else—and who, once in power, 
destroy on the strength of this pretension other 
ideas, eventually establish a kind of social inqui- 
sition. And, like all inquisitions, they stifle all truth, 
all justice, all progress, life, the very breath of the 
Revolution." 

| will leave you with one question that should 
wreak even more mental havoc than this treatise 
has. If we are dependent on the masses, what do 
we do if Bolshevism is accepted by the masses? 

How do we know whether Bolshevism has been 
imposed on the masses or freely accepted? In 
such a situation, indeed, in our present situation 
under democracy, are the masses our ignorant 
allies or our enemies? And how do we treat an 
enemy composed of the people we are trying to free?

Your recent letter in Profane Existence $10, 
while making some valid points, was, on the 
whole, poorly thought out, inaccurate and, more 
importantly, potentially damaging to Class War 
UK's position and standing with our American 
comrades. Its a shame that the Profane Exis- 
tence collective didn't reply to your criticisms in a 
more positive way, instead of resorting to the 
personal abuse that unfortunately underscored 
the letter you wrote: | am writing this to you (and 
Profane Existence) in an attempt to counter and 
correct your misconceptions about "anarchists" 
and "punks." 

You were right to challenge Evan McKenzie's 
statement concerning glorifying violence—if our 
class is to gain any confidence in taking on the 
State, it's essential that we know the weaknesses 
(and strengths) of our common enemies. At 
present, the only reason thatworking class people 
Still express outrage at attacks on the state andits 
agents is because that's the message contained 
in the propaganda of our bosses. Our own 
propaganda must destroy the myths of theirs. 
BUT I'm afraid that you've got it all wrong when 
you say that there is a strong tendency towards 
pacifistliberal attitudes in the “punk” scene. Most 
of the people who | know involved in the UK 
“punk” scene support (politically and physically) 
the stance of Class War. Their own politics and 
understanding of the general world situation have 
evolved along with those of Class War. You'd 
probably be surprised at how many “punks” would 
agree with you that we'll achieve more with an

active and aware working class movement rather 
than dropping/copping out.. More and more 
“punks” are getting out of their self-made ghettos 
and getting involved in working class resistance 
in their own communities and places of work. 
Class War has played an important part in this 
development. Profane Existence, although stilla 
“punk” zine, continues our trend and produces 
well thought-out factual articles not a million miles 
dissimilar to those found in the pages of Class 
War. 

Your attack on “anarchists” is particularly vi- 
cious: although it sounds as if you've had some 
bad experiences with so-called anarchists in 
Edinburgh, it certainly doesn't justify the blanket 
attack that you make.on.anarehists” if general. 
Most of the people that I've met who've labeled 
themselves “anarchists” are working class people 
who are actively involved in the daily struggles of 
their workplaces or communities. If it wasn't for 
the help that I've had from these people then my 
own political awareness would not be at the stage 
itis now. They're also quite happy to help outwith 
"Class War" type activities in the area (flyposting, 
paper sales, leafletting, etc.) and that's probably 
true for most other areas. 

You say that Profane Existence limits itself to 
"punk", and why doesn'titaim itself at other styles 
of music? Profane Existence has never pre- 
tended that it's targetted at anything other than 
the punk scene, although the people who put the 
mag together certainly don’t limit their activities to 
punk, as can be seen from the content of Profane 
Existence (the latest issue has only one page 
with band interviews!). The P.E. crew are also 
part of Twin Cities Class War and involve them- 
selves in activities that are directly relevant to 
working class people in general. Ifothers want to 
produce political magazines that are specifically 
aimed at other targets (e.g. ravers, football fans) 
that's fine. Surely you wouldn't attack those 
individuals for doing that? 

As far as the fashion element goes, yes, it 
does exist and there are some total assholes who 
call themselves “punks”. But look at any other 
working class youth genre and you'll see exactly 
the same thing—people who are nothing more 
than fashion victims. However, you'll also find 
that a large percentage of people at a “punk" gig 
will look very “ordinary”: jeans, trainers, hooded 
tops, shell suits, etc. If you don’t believe me, go 
to agig and see! You may be surprised to find that 
these "punks" also like going to raves and football 
matches, that they're unemployed or working in 
crappy jobs the same as you and me—generally 
working class people. In fact, they're pretty much 
the same as your “average” Class War member 
(except that maybe they have more diverse 
musical tastes!). 

Probably your most patronising statement is 
the one where you say that "ordinary people don't 
give a shit about. . . the intellectual history of 
anarchism.” Surely part of the purpose of the 


. Class War federation is to help our class realize 


the true nature and history of our oppression, and 
that includes anarchist history and theory as well 
as the writings of other influential “thinkers.” Your 
dismissal of ordinary people in this way runs 
contrary to everything we stand for. 

In reply to your last paragraph (which is possi- 
bly the most confused), Profane Existence is a 
relatively easy yet challenging read, and it ex- 
pands on basic class struggle ideas in a positive

roperly, nor even really care about 
classes can control the less learned 
responding to letters unless they 


way. Surely this is a good thing. The P.E. writers 
certainly don't come across as "intellectual whiz- 
kid anarchists", more like honest, angry working 
class people with some suss and attitude (be- 
cause they also happen to like a certain style of 
music doesn't invalidate their own ideas).

But Felix, | also wanted to stress a point | feel 
important. | accept the knowledge that we need 
:o-defend-our-communities from the possible 
attack of self-appointed (self-righteous) authori- 
tarian bastards. But | do not understand why 
violence is about the only resistance we can Use 
to change the violence inflicted upon us (by racist 
police, gangs, drug lords, parents, etc.). 1 have 
witnessed people that have stopped violence 
through nonviolent means, and then seen the 
violent person act differently to the other with 
compassion. Basically, the violent person learned: 
something from it, and that is important. We must 
learn to judge the problem at the time it arises, 
with compassion and understanding and not 
through blind rage.

blanketly expect the same. | feel MRR, Alterna- 
tive Tentacles and to a somewhat lesser extent 
Lookout Records operate fairly and stick to their 
beliefs in promoting ideas and music, considering 
their scale. It's hard to runitall yourself when you 
ship 10,000, 50,000 and 100,000 copies of rec- 
ords. | don't support Restless, CD-only, Combat, 
no lyric sheet, Revelation, posters for $5-type 
bullshit, in all respect to a lot of good bands and 
songs on their stuff.

Power manifests itself 
as domination and exploitation not only at the 
state and economic level, but at all levels of life, 
and hence must be attacked at all its locus points, 
not merely the cops. —joel

Howdy, how's life? Your article about Jack's (and 
everyone else's) hellish run-in with the police 
prompted me to write about my recent brush with 
the authorities. Maybe some other people can 
learn from my experience. so, here goes. 

In late January my friend Kim and | set out to 
move to San Francisco from New York. We drove 
my new (not paid for) car, taking Route 40 across 
the country. All went well until we got stopped 
speeding in Tennessee. Kim was doing 83 in a 65 
mile zone. The trooper searched our car (loaded 
with our things) because 1) we were from New 
York and 2) we looked suspicious due to the tie- 
dyed shirt and long hair! Well, he found two or 
three joints worth of pot. Big deal, | thought. Just 
a fine-or something and we'd be on our way. Oh 
naivete! Both Kim and | were arrested (although 
| confessed to being responsible—Kim doesn't 
smoke the weed at all). We were assured it was 
a minor infraction and we'd be on our way shortly. 
Well, instead, we were brought to Jackson, Ten- 
nessee, my car and our cash ($2000) seized 
under the zero-tolerance laws, putin jail overnight 
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and generally and generously fucked with. The 
jail was a trip. Twenty people in an eight-man cell, 
the prisoners only leave for court or release. No 
exercise, and meals (gag) are brought in and 
visitors are brought up. ! got along well in jail, 
mostly because the other guys were afraid of me 
because I'm from New York (?) and because they 
felt sorry for me. As a vegan, | couldn't eat any of 
the “food”, which made me populart as a trader (I 
got tobacco in exchange). We went to court 25 
hours later (coincidentally, you can “bargain” for 
seized property only within 24 hours of arrest). In 
court, we were given court dates for three weeks 
later and released on bail. Meanwhile, we're 
broke, all of our things are in my (no longer) car, 
and in a strange town. Luckily, we got some 
money wired to us and a nice Western Union 
employee gave us a ride to a hotel. (By the way, 
most people outside of the police and: guards 
were quite friendly to us.) We were able to get 
whatever we could carry out of the car the next 
day, but we had to file aclaim forthe car andcash. 
It cost $250 to file a claim and without a lawyer 
($750) it's nearly impossible to win. After paying 
for a lawyer ($800), flying back to New York 
($350) and then out to California ($300), | couldn't 
afford to file for my car or cash, so | now owe the 
lienholder major bucks and Tennessee stole my 
car and $500 cash from me, plus lots of personal 
items in my car! Kim filed a claim for her money 
($1500); it'll cost her near that much to getitback. 
Also, her court date was June 22 (we were 
arrested January 24). Her charges were dropped 
but they issued a warrant anyway (their screw 
up), so she'll probably be re-arrested on a charge 
of missing a court date when she returns! 

Let me point out, we were very cooperative, 
foolishly believing we would end up better off. But 
no. So, for simply having a very small amount of 
pot! am now up tomy neckin debt /Ed. note: Tom 
ended up having to file for bankruptcy], | lost a lot 
of very sentimental items, | have a criminal record 
(as a health care worker, this sucks), and my life 
has been majorly messed with. I've gone through 
many emotions since this hell began: anger, fear, 
loathing, hate, amusement, disgust, depression, 
but | realize that the incident proved the folly of 
governmentandits societal “protectors”, the police. 
It made me secure in my beliefs that the system 
needs to be destroyed. It gave me the concrete 
personal proof that not only is life not fair, it's 
positively arranged to fuck over those who “cross 
the line” (whether by appearance, personal choice, 
or beliefs). So now I’m reading creative revenge 
books.and remembering those who screwed me 
"while only doing their job." In. a few months'or 
years. . . Surprise! | wish | could do more for folks 
in prison, they are definitely undergoing perverse 
and cruel treatment, from the isolation to the filth 
to the low-nutrition, low-quality “food”: it's hell in 
there. | spent one night, for others it's a lifetime. 
And anyone could be next, walking on the wrong 
street or “speeding in Madison County with NY 
plates” (as | overheard the arresting officer say in 
court). America andits "justice" system is a sham, 
a lie, a festering cancer that eats and destroys 
anything or anyone who represents liberty. It 
needs to be destroyed! Let's get on with it.

We re- 
ceived some flackat my old fanzine for the same thing: Punk 
is dead, spend your time concentrating on the revolution and 
give up trying to change an elitist, white, male-dominated 
sectlike punk. In fact, Tom's letter is similar to the opinions 
of several of my acquaintances who used to be into punk but 
are now fading out of it. At the ripe old age of twenty-three, 
I'm at that stage where | can see friends, penpals and 
comrades of several years slither slowly out of the punk 
scene or boldly denounce it as worthless (ignoring, of 
course, how punk rock has changed their lives). For ex- 
ample, in MRR #100 Steve Beaumont, announcing his last 
column for MRR, slagged off punk and denied it has any 
effect in altering youth's perceptions about the world. So 
long Steve, | won't miss you a bit. For that matter, check out 
the whining by half the columnists in that issue about how 
stale punk has become and how they wish they could be 
back in the good ol’ days again when punk was great and a 
candy bar cost a quarter. Spare me. An eighteen-year old 
person | knew who used to be into punk but has recently 
“grown” out of it to devote his life to “The Struggle” recently 
wrote me, ‘Punk is dead, let's let it rot and build a movement 
capable of destroying this stinking system instead of a pre- 
dominantly white, middle class and straight subculture 
obsessed with vinyl.” Never mind that his description of punk 
largely applies to today’s North American anarchist move- 
ment. Still, this person's intentions are noble and | can do 
nothing butsupport them. However, | will notlet pass his and 
Tom Milne's ugly comments about a youth culture that 
shaped me and in fact shaped my eighteen-year old friend. 
| still think punk is fucking cool and | like it more than | did 
when I first started doing a fanzine four and a half years ago, 
and l'll tell you why. 

First of all, I'm not going to be an apologist for the many 
shortcomings of punk. Punkis lame in many ways. Its shows 
are often violent and many of its aficionados are macho, 
sexist, homophobic, racist fuckheads. Ihave no time andno 
patience for these people just like | have no time for such 
losers in real life. | make no promises that punk will ever be 
tid of such reactionary forces—no movement or culture in 
history has ever honestly made good on such a claim—but 
Iwill fight it "il my last breath, in punk circles and in the rest 
of the world. | hope you do, too. 

Let's look at another charge punk stands trial for by our 
oh-so-omniscient (and jaded) revolutionaries: that punk is a 
largely white, middle class subculture. Punk's defense: 
Yeah, so what of it? Punkis largely white and middle class, 
but that need not be bad; it certainly doesn't mean punk is 
therefore racist. Face it, punk rock is possibly the only 
genuine outlet for resistance white middle class suburban 
youth have, so let us have it! It's our culture, like hip hop is 
for urban African Americans. Each cultural subgroup cre- 
ates its own counterculture to the White Male Dominant 
World Paradigm, punkis ours. As most punks are would-be 
heirs to this paradigm, being largely white, middle class and 
(unfortunately) male, itseems punkis the only outlet for white 
youth to try to escape our hellish manifest destiny. Punk is 
thewhite's resistance; that doesn't make itracist, just like hip 
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BUT WE STILL DON'T CARE IF OUR POLITICS OFFEND YOU! 


hop or salsa or reggae or antebellum Black folk music isn't. 
Punk is the best, most vibrant altemative to the material 
culture of white, middle-class Amerika that youths have, and 
it's a popular way to become acquainted with the pressing 
[social issues of our time: Sexism, racism, gay rights, animal 
liberation, anarchy, total social revolution, etc. Besides, who 
wants to be a hippy anyway? Ugh. 

Many people who have “grown up" and grown out of 
punknow only slag it because it's not 100% politically correct, 
like they of course are. It’s odd that these people first entered 
social activism through punk and now that they have ex- 
{tracted their benefit from it, they knockit. Sounds a bit selfish 
ito me; what about the fifteen-year old kid who just bought his/ 
her first DEAD KENNEDYS album at the mall and is now 
currently pondering, “Wow, maybe life in Amerika and its 
shopping mauls ain't so great after all. I'l have to check more 
into this"? These jaded ex-punks would selfishly close off one 
big door to kids to get into radical ideas and social activism 
because now that they have already passed through the 
door, it's “dead.” Seems kind of counter-productive to these 
revolutionaries’ aims of fomenting class consciousness and 
total revolution, doesn't it? Go figure. 

Punk isn't perfect, but it's an opening, a porthole to. 
anarchy and revolution, one of very few in this sick world. 
Even if you no longer like to listen to the music at least 
acknowledge what punk has done for you in your intellectual 
evolution as well as its potential to transform others before 
you go proclaiming it“dead.” Ifor one don'tneed your snobby 
elitism. Punk has changed me, radically. | went from a 
relatively unconcerned metalhead to what | am today, which 
| would like to think is a relatively aware and dedicated punk 
rock anarchist revolutionary. No Bakunin to be sure, but 
thank dog I'm not a liberal, which is likely what td be if it 
weren't for the prodding of the punk community and punk 
bands like Crass and Conflict. If punk can do that for one 
person (and | know it’s affected a lot more), it's worthwhile, 
So fuck you. 

Punk has its bad days, to be sure. In no way am | 
defending them. Probably its most serious flaw is its lack of 
|women participating. l'll make no excuses for that-—punk 
needs to be 50/50 sexually to live up to its aspirations, and 
until it is it will unfortunately be male-dominated and sexist. 
I's not a reason to dump punk and look for something else 
because every musical subculture is more or less male- 
dominated, as are most politically-oriented subcultures. Itis 
fa reason to slap punk in the face once in a while and remind 
it that it needs to make some changes, and | think people are 
doing that. Nearly every zine read (and many a band) has 


Latex, and other zines as well as the current rise in female 
membership in punk bands, things are starting to change. 1 
hope so. 

Let's look at some of the shining stars of punk counter- 
culture. There's simply too many great Zines to mention, but 
for every MAR, Profane Existence, Raising Hell and No An- 
|swers there are a couple hundred zines that are smaller in 
print run but as big in heart and dedication. Same goes for 
bands, record labels and countless mailorder distributions. 
Look at some other institutions of punk: Epicenter, the all- 
volunteer, nonprofit record store and community space; 
Positive Force, a very politically active group in DC; Gilman 
St., ABC No Rio and a host of other all ages, not-for-profit 
underground punk venues; the Anarchist Youth Federation, 
la punk-established anarchist group with chapters all over 
North America; Pressure Drop Press, the first and only punk 
rock book publisher, publishing strikingly beautiful, angry, 
land provocative books; the list goes on. The driving ethic 
behind most sincere punk efforts such as these is DIY—Do 
It Yourself. We don’t need to rely on rich businessmen to 
organize our fun for their profit—we can doit ourselves forno 
profit. We punks can organize gigs, organize : and attend 


cal activities, and get completely drunk off our fucking heads. 
We do all of these things and we do them well. Can any other 
youth-based counterculture of the 80's and 90's claim so 
much? 

The best and most important aspect of all about the 
punk community is its active citizenry. The best people I've 
met and befriended in my life have come from the punk 
counterculture. There are good people here, and don't 
anyone forget that. Sorry if a lot of them can't recite 
Malatesta or don’t subscribe to Dogmatic Leftist Weekly, 
they're still kind, caring, gentle and angry people who want 
ito change the world. | want a revolution of these kinds of 
people—among others—not vanguardist pseudo-revolution- 
‘aries like some of you “too cool for punk, too sheltered for the 
real world, let’s start a revolution(aries).” If punks don't 
qualify as proper “revolutionaries” in your dirty little leftoid 
scrolls, maybe that’s good. 

Let's face it, punk is fun, funner than your Revolutionary 
Council Assembly. Meetings. As Raoul Vaneigem empha- 
[sized, one purpose of revolution is to create a society of play. 
The best elements of punk mix serious political criticism with 
playful humor. I'd like to think you're holding a successful 
example of this mixture in your hands. As punks, our form 
lof play happens to be loud fast music, weird hair, and putting 
jout radical fanzines and records, as well as experimenting 
with various homebrew recipes. If your play differs from that 
that’s totally fine but please spare our fun from your politically 
correctanalyses. You're boring us. You may forget this once 
in awhile, but see, we're on your side. We just prefer punx 
picnics to protocol, homebrew to Nicaraguan coffee, and 
BGK to Billy Bragg. Punksays fuck youto the work ethic and. 
the corporate ethic. Although it says it differently than you, 
it says it and it practices it to an extent. Базар play, and 
play DIY. That's anarchy.

| guess what it boils down to is that there is no dear 
definition of punk. Punk is relatively diverse and it means 
different things to different people. Tom Milne's perception 
of punk is clearly different than mine. What I've written 
above is what punk means to me; is itso “dead”? I think not, 
even if some vanguardist leftoid from on high (‘n’ mighty) 
deems itso. I'm an anarchist and | like punk so again, fuck 
you. 

Punk may not change the world, but neither will you. 
Punk ain't perfect, punk ain't god, punk ain't my entire life. 
But | have grown through punk, | have been exposed to 
many things through punk and most importantly, | am 
inspired to change the world and learn more about myself 
and the world through punk. So, l'Il listen to POISON IDEA 
as Ifill my paint bombs, CHRIST ON PARADE as | brew my 
beer, AMEBIX as | cook dinner for my friends, and the 
CLASH as | make love and the music and attitude will 
enhance all of these activities, which of course aren't 
revolutionary in and of themselves, but whatis revolutionary 
in and ofitself? It's the context that counts. Ultimately, punk 
is what you make of it, so let's make ita threat again! 


Summer in the Twin Cities of Chaos! | love this punk as 
fuck town and have spent the best three years of my life 
here. It has its bad points, but shit, this has to be one of the 
most punk rock cities on Earth. Over- shadowed by SF and 
NYC, this hardcore city on the river continues to spawn one 
of the most active and righteous punk scenes in the world. 

But before | start extolling the virtues of Hauenstein brew 
and Norwegian women I'll get on with my ruminations for this 
issue. 

If I went through every record and tape | own | could 
probably find about a thousand anti-cop songs by punk, 
hardcore, metal, oi, and rap bands. This detestation and 
hatred of the police is universal across the spectrum of youth 
sub and counter cultures. The police embody everything 
that is wrong with authority: corrupt, sadistic,-racist;sexist;” 
extortionist, cowardly scum. While | try to hold on to my faith 
in the inherent goodness of humanity, the existence of 
police and Nazi skinheads in every community robs me of 
this faith and drives a passionate and burning hatred deep 
within me.

Nothing reaffirms one's anarchist beliefs more than 
spending anightin jail. spent the night of my 22nd birthday 
(July 12, a day that will live in infamy—remember my birthday 
last year?) being arrested by squad #511 (Officers Kern and 
Velardi) of the Minneapolis Police. | was busted for disor- 
derly conduct for the high crime of asking the pigs if they had 
a warrant when they barged into a friend's apartment where 
six of us were sitting around drinking and demanded to see 
our ID's. | was cuffed, dragged out and driven downtown 
while the pigs berated me for being a “dirty scumbag punk 
faggot.” The pigs clubbed me in the head repeatedly and 
held me in a choke hold against the wall for “being a smart- 
ass punk who doesn't like authority.” I've been told ever 
since junior high that | have a "problem" with authority. 
Fuckin-A right Ive got a problem with authority. l'm commit- 
ted to fight to the death against it. I've viewed the constructs 
of authority, from the Nazi death camps to Stalin's gulags to 
generations of young men slaughtered for the greed of those 
in power to the twisted, sadistic power trips of the police,

оп and on. 

Itseems to me that alot of you punks out there nowadays 
seem to be more interested in that next beer, trip, joint or fix 
thatyou have forgotten why we are here. You no longer care 
enough to take part in anything positive because punks 
about getting wasted or playing so fast that it doesn't matter 
what the lyrics are about. You don'tgive a shit if animals are 
getting slaughtered for your next burger or that several 
rabbits were blinded to test that new dye foryourhair. What 
about that beer you're drinking: yeah you're right there's 
nothing wrong with Coors or Bud. Take another puff on that 
cigarette, who cares if it's killing you and me? So what if my 
brand is made by a multinational that destroyed virgin 
rainforest and exploited native people in order to grow 
tobacco cheapenough to make a decent profit. Where is that 
tax from your beer and cigarettes going? Not back to the 
people starving or freezing without a job, etc. Try funding ће 
arms race, support for the police and training death squads 
in Latin America. If you still don't care then stop reading as 
the rest will only annoy you more.

Why have the punk scenes divided into separate ЖО» 
such as straightedge, speed metal, death metal, crust, grind, 
which now bicker among themselves. We are all human, we 
all want change, but yet we can't work together for our 
musical tastes differ, what a load of shit. We, in our stupidity 
and dividedness have done little or nothing to try to prevent 
a war in the gulf that killed tens if not hundreds of thousands 
of people. Our leaders must be sitting back laüghing at us. 
They know most of us won't speak out against them as wo. 
are too busy arguing amongst ourselves, We are becoming 
more pathetic than the yuppies, police and governments that 
we all say we hate. 

| know it's a long hard struggle and at times it would be 
easier to be like Mum and Dad had wanted us to be like. But 
nobody said anarchy and peace was just around the comer, 
or the government would leave if we sang protest songs for 
a few years. It's going to take a long time and a lot of 
organizing to achieve real freedom for us all. And | for one 
‘am not going to stop while | can still breathe and move freely.

When | stop romanticizing (fuck you! - | can play if | want 
to!) about the burgeoning "homopunk revolution" and even 
punk as a whole, the shit's still brown and stinky. | still freak 
when | remember the blood running all over the sidewalk in 
Chicago—a 2 a.m. fagbashing, or the two dykes who hid in 
my bedroom last week. One of the wimmin had a warrant out 
for her arrest for loving a “minor” and converting her to 
lesbianism (0000000...). Apparently, the parents who hired 
the private dicks/hitmen didn't see it as simply love. It's shit 
like this that makes me realize why | sometimes catch myself 
staring blankly into space in a drunken haze... 

Anyway, I'm mighty fuckin’ happy to have relocated to 
Minneapolis and to have the opportunity to work in the 
Profane Existence collective (even if it entails a weekly 
beating from Chris Crisis!). This is a zine I've always admired 
and leamed from ever since Dan was doing M.A.S. Like 
most fanzines that I've read in the past, | feel that Profane 
Existence has lacked a queer perspective to complement 
the rest of this magazine's fuck-shit-up agenda. | have faith 
that this will change, girlfriends and boyfriends! 


Fuck the whole damn capitalist music industry! start my 
rave this issue with some long-overdue venom directed to- 
wards First Avenue, you know the so-called “alternative” 
nightclub in Minneapolis that Prince made famous. Whether 
you've heard of it or not I'm gonna tell you why | think they're 
scum of the worst breed—the kind who. monopolize and 
profit from independent music. Over the past two years 
we've reluctantly worked with them despite their bullshit 
policies and thuggish bouncers. The reason we dealt with 
them is because, like in so many other towns, there was no 
other place to put on shows. 

There was a brief moment of hope in the late 80's for punk 
gigs in Minneapolis when Sonic Warp began doing them. 
Although this attempt to take back the independence right- 
fully ours was short-lived—mainly due to antagonism by First 
Avenue and music industry carpet-baggers—you know, the 
leach-like promoters who suck whatever they can just by 
knowing the right people. At any rate, this challenge to First 
Avenue's monopoly was perceived as a threat on their part 
and they did the utmost to stop it. On a number of occasions 
First Avenue employees stooped to the level of tearing down 
Sonic Warp flyers as well as threatening legal action to put 
Sonic Warp out of action. As well, First Avenue used the 
classic tactic of placing impossibly high bids on touring 
bands to prevent Sonic Warp from doing the show even 
though First Avenue would never make it back from the door. 
They did this by using their deep pockets and corporate 
sponsorship. This is how they drove Sonic Warp into 
collapse as well as how First Avenue effectively eliminated 
their competition throughout the 70’s and 80's. That's 
Capitalism... Now Sonic Warp is gone. 

Well, the final straw on the already-strained relation 
between Profane Existence and Fucked Avenue came after 
they pulled a gig out from under us this summer. Way back 
in March I scheduled a gig for the ENT tour which was sup- 
posed to happen this August and September. Why First 
Avenue? Like said there is no choice. So 1o to Europe for 
two months andwhen | get back there was a change of plans. 
ENT couldn't afford to come over so | wanted to change the 
gig over to NAUSEA, HIATUS, GLYCINE MAX and THE 
WÜRST. The gig was supposed to take place at the end of 
August so you'd think there would be plenty of time to confirm 
and change theline-up. So a few weeks go by and I'm calling 
FirstAvenue and am having no luck getting through to Steve, 
the booking godhead at the Feces Ave. Meanwhile, instead 
of returning my messages or making any attempt to contact 


lus about the gig, we get a July calendar which in very small 
print at the bottom lists another gig on the same day as the 
show we had scheduled almost three months earlier. This 
obviously sucks so we start to look for another venue... 

In the meantime, the task for doing two more gigs was 
passed onto Profane Existence. Mark from Sonic Warp was 
working with us together on these two and we seemed to 
have found a new location to do gigs. About three blocks 
from our house there is a new space where bands pay (an 
outrageous sum) to practice in; it's called the Pagan Ware- 
house. Around the beginning of July we went down and 
talked to the guy who runs it and he said itwould be cool and 
we'd really just have to build a stage and give him a 
reasonable percentage of the door. Cool, so we told the 
bands OK and had two gigs set up for the end of July. 

So the weekend before the first gig rolls around and we 
all of a sudden start hearing all kinds of rumors about the gigs 
being cancelled. The rumors were pinpointed to the people 
lof the Pagan so we naturally asked them what was going on. 
When 1 asked the same person who we talked to earlier 
about it he wouldn't talk to me. From what | understand he 
later told a story to Mark about the neighborhood wanting to 
get them evicted and how the neighborhood was passing a 
petition to get them out. At that point everything was in limbo 
land the rumors continued. For the next couple of days 


Seeing how we like to sleep in until mid-afternoon we 
didn’t find out until a couple hours before the gig so we 
decided we'd put it on in our house. About a dozen of us 
worked our asses off for a few hours rearranging fumiture, 
cooking food for the bands and running around putting up. 
new flyers including a few on the Pagan explaining the gig 
had been moved a few blocks down to our house. The first 
bands start playing and we're wondering why so few people 
had showed up. We went down to the Pagan Warehouse to 
сев ії our flyers were still up to discover... “There is no show 
here tonight!!! Due to the ineptitude of Profane Existence 
you have been misinformed!" on a huge sign in their front 
window, not to mention the fact they had tor up the flyers we 
posted. Well, apologies to all those who were led to believe 
ithe gigs were cancelled but the real ones to blame are the 
people at the Pagan. They just proved to all of us what kind 
lof SCUM they are too!

There's some positive things I'd like to be thankful for. | 
feel too many people have been turned off by all of the 
negativity related to the punk rock scene in general. Don't 


get me wrong, | despise many, if not all social norms and 
pattems presented to me in my everyday life, especially now 
that | have a son to raise. 

Let's face it though. Living in the U.$.A. isn’t as pleasing 
as we'd like it to be. All around me | see homelessness, 
poverty, alcoholism, violence and brutality. It is because of 
the system we live in. I'm just happy that | can walk down the 
street without getting my ass kicked or being shot by a 
member of the military. Of course it seems to me that we are 
heading in that direction. 

We are technically granted the right to demonstrate/ 
protest. | think that the anti-Gulf War demos around the 
country played a small part in the U.$'s withdrawal. Of 
course George "self righteous bastard" Bush had to first 
show the world his armies could kick ass. Of course, | had 
a great time at the demos. 

In San Francisco, some of the folks from MRR have 
Started a few projects which | believe are vital to the scene 
in S.F. The Gilman Street Project is a volunteer-run place in 
which most of the shows are puton. The door price is always 
low, and the staff is friendly. They even let.me spend the 
night there after helping clean up. The Epicenter is also a 
volunteer-run record store/community center. They had lots 
‘of records ata fair price (except for the ‘collectable’ $25-plus 
records) | also saw CHUMBAWAMBA play a free vegetarian 
potluck there. Even though Ido not like MRR or the people 
| met from MRR, I've got to give them lots of credit for the 
projects. In NYC, the ABC NO-RIO is a similar club forshows 
which is also very cool. 

So you see what I'm saying. Our very existence is sur- 
rounded by positive things. Well, not surrounded, but it's out 
there. Itis upto us to stop worrying about stupid things (like 
“Isaw him eat a hamburger’, “oh she hangs out with him so 
I don't like her”). These types of attitudes ruin any potential 
we have for working together and truly creating any alterna- 
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saying that | personally think most of us (who in the punk/ 
anarchist community are predominantly from educated, 
white, middle-class backgrounds) take for granted what 
"oppression" in its many forms means... unless you grew up 
in the ghetto or were put through a youth prison system or... 

Well, that brings us to this year's "Youth Liberation" con- 
ference in Ottawa, Canada - held August 9-12. AARGHII 
Moan, piss, gripe! Get the picture? Why is it that afterall the 
complaining that (we as) youth have done about feeling dis- 
cluded from organizing and activity (divided by "ageism"and 
‘older intellectual theorist types) seem to expect SOMEONE 
ELSE to organize, entertain, and provide for us at a three- 
day conference DEVOTED to youth oppression and self-de- 
termination? There may have been a handful of people who 
tried sincerely to put this conference together (and all credit 
due to them), but the organization was as pooras the general 
communication. The times thatwe come togetherlike this on 
a large scale are short and far apart, so it’s important to utilize 
that time well, which in this case it was not. 

First off, two days before the conference, the theater. 
where workshops were to be held cancelled out on the 
organizers. At the last minute, space at the University was 
arranged. Some workshops were cancelled and others 
сате ир spontaneously (and they turned out welll) but the 
problems didn't end here. As most people know (or should 
know) Canada is bilingual, and a lot of Quebecois came to 
the conference. Some from just across the river in Hull, 
some from Montreal, others from further away. Translation 
became a problem because English speakers spoke too fast 
land no workshops were held in French. Just as | was angry 
last year about this kind of inaccessibility, | was angry again 
this year. Nothing seemed to come out of the first day of 
workshops (forums on The James Bay 2 Project, Youth and 
Psychiatry, Prison Support Services) and as the night's 
entertainment approached, | began to view the whole week- 
lend as a punk social gathering rather than a serious political 
conference (that | KNOW we are capable ofl). | wasn't 
surprised to see twice as many people in the gig (and outside 


Yam drinking) as had been in any of the workshops, nor was | 


surprised when | set up a small table of distribution that 
people were more interested in buying 25€ patches (and 
even complaining about the pricel) than the literature | had 
brought. No, not surprised | guess. But pissed, yes. 

The next day was the picnic, and it was probably the most 
fun I've ever had atan anarchist or punks picnic before in my 
life. We all played hard till the sun went down, doing train rolls 
down steep hills, playing in mud puddles, and having mud 
wars, acting ridiculous.....There basically were only two 
workshops held in the park. The AYF one started to happen, 
but then it began to rain and later everyone's attention 


М wandered away with the rain. No one stated what they 


Well, as procrastination has gotten to me again, this is 
going to be a rather sketchy column. My apologies. 

Sometimes | think this section of Profane Existence 
should be called the “piss, moan, gripe” section as it always 
seems to documentithe negative side of all that we try to do, 
work with or deal with. (How ironic than that later I'm going 
to gripe about the “Youth Liberation" conference ЕН?!) 
While we spend so much time complaining about petty side 
issues, political differences, picking each other apart........l 
think it's necessary to go beyond the discourse of black and 
white politics and realize that yes, politics are very dividing 
(especially the personal politics we all hold to be “True”) and 
far beyond that fact that people, in general, are plain and 
simply hard to deal with! Think of the time and energy it 
takes to build an honest and TRUSTING friendship with 
someone; not the same kind of trust that one can hold toward 
a person or large group of people with varying “anarchist” 
ideals within the space of a weekend that's for sure! This 
makes it all too easy to revert into our own political or apo- 
liticalness and: NOT deal with other people and their differ- 
ences. Not too many people at this point are willing to bend 
and integrate their politics with another person to work 
toward a common goal (be it big or small). We all know inside 
ourselves how we would like things to work and expect 
others to conform to our needs/beliefs in order to work with 
us. Communication is so important (and | don't mean the 
superficial shit that goes on in the punk "scene") to bridge the. 
gaps of our political differences. To be able to feel safe in 
firmly stating our needs and expectations, and learning to 
trust that these things be met. 

Sometimes | feel like I'm pounding my head against a wall 
trying to figure out why we are so intolerant of other people’s 
ideological differences—why politics ARE so dividing. After 
all ISN'T it black and white? “Either you are against authority 
and reach out to other people who feel like you to use all 
means to smash it down or you live content in the false 
security of the system's little seashell.” No, not so at all. 
Each individual is a pretty complex piece of makeup~ per- 
sonal history, family, schooling, class, race, abuse that 
probably occurred, social development, but you don't really 
think of those 101 things when you sit with people you barely 
know and discuss "politics". Not to mention that we've all 
grown up, in one way oranother, learning not to trust anyone. 
Raised on a diet of fear and lies to protect "number one". 
Someone's gotta bend though, and things have to change 
and move on. | know that | don't want to suffocate in an 
“anarcho”-punk wasteland, and I’m tired of feeling isolated 
and alienated by people that Ihave so much in common with. 
iwant so badiy to unleash all my deviant, angry energy and 
wreak havoc all over this greedy consumerist society that 
stifles our creative autonomist communities. | don't need 
alcohol to send my emotions into overdrive to hurl a token 
brick through a window, nor do | need the lyrics from "cool" 
punk bands to define my politics. (Aha! A future column 
topic: "Record Cover Politics"ll) 

Anyway! Before | get too long winded, Malcolm X once 
said, "When you know WHO your enemy is, he can no longer 
keep you divided and fighting one another.” Well, perhaps 
we still aren't aware of who our enemy IS. And | also risk 


wanted out ofthe meeting, and as a resultit failed. | think that 
people relied too heavily on the New York AYFers to be the 
movers and shakers of the discussion. In wanting OTHER. 
people to set the agenda, direct the meeting, and create 
something NEW; New York AYFers refused to allow de- 
pendency to fall upon them. When the meeting failed, they 
were poorly criticized. 

Next came a very controversial discussion with a woman 
who came over from West Germany representing the Indi- 
aner Kommune Squat. Part of the people's belief system 
there is the belief in pedifilia (having sexual realations with 
children) which was the obvious topicof controversy. Wimmin 
who had their children there with them basically headed this 
debate. It's clear to me that children should be encouraged 
to touch and explore with each other to naturally develop 
their sexuality, but for an adult with far greater experiences 
1o attempt a sexual relation with a child would be power 
imbalance based on coercion and manipulation. It would 
destroy a child's natural sexual development (I know this first 
hand). 

Lastly, my shoes (of all the things that | NEED!) got stolen 
at the park and I still vow to, when | find out who stole them, 
string the person up from their genitals with fishhooks! The 
last day of workshops basically didn't happen (Aiden gave a 
‘cool talk/demonstration on homebrewing actually). 

For those of us not living under parental authority, skool 
systems, etc... (i.e. those over 19, 20 or, 21) it was all the 
more frustrating. A lot of older anarchists came to the 
conference as a support network, to share information and 
experiences, and to learn from anti-authoritarian youth. Next 
time a conference like this happens, | think many more 
months’ advance planning, organizing and discussing needs 
1o happen (i.e. what do we even WANT out of such an event 
and how should we go about doing it?)

When J think of people who are dedicated, 
hard-working, honest, trustworthy and mili- 
tant, the name Martin Sprouse immediately 
comes to mind. From his early work on Lead- 
ing Edge to his current involvement withMaxi- 
mumrocknroll, Epicenter, and Pressure Drop 
Press, Martin combines his intelligence, crea- 
tivity and undying commitment to punk rock 
ideals with a fierce dedication to social change. 
Few people | know are as dedicated as Martin, 
and few people are as fun to share a couple 
burritos with at Pancho Villa's. This interview 
was conducted in the MRR penthouse while 
Tim was away... -joel 


PE: What got you into punk and radical 
politics? Did you get into both simultane- 
ously or did one come first? 

MS: | think music came first, Aerosmith and 
your regular early 70s rock. Music was way 
before politics, but 70s stuff was totally bor- 
ing and retro and nothing to it. As | got older 
| realized you're not really on the edge and 
you're not really offending people and no one 
stares at you if you're wearing an Aerosmith 
shirt, and | didn’t really relate to the people 
who were into Aerosmith because they were 
all stoners and | wasn't into drugs at all. The 
politics came later, after | started listening to 
The Clash and early Dead Kennedys records. 
I don't give all the credit to those bands cos I 
don't agree with everything they said, but they 


sortof mixed music and politics in an interest- 
ing way that Aerosmith never had done nor 


ever will do in their existence, Politics is a 
learning process | take day by day. I still don't 
have a set philosophy or anything. The edu- 
cation goes on until the day you die. 

PE: What was the first punk project you 
worked on? 

MS: Probably, as weird as it sounds, writing 
other people, communication. It was kind of 
an alienating project, sitting in your house 
and writing other people, but when you're 
starved for people who share ground with you 
you'll do anything. 

PE: How old were you? 

MS: Around sixteen. | started doing my 
fanzine, Leading Edge, when | was still in high 
school, around seventeen. 

PE: This was in San Diego, right? 

MS: Yeah, | was in San Diego. That was the 
first. project | was in, with my friends Pat 
Weakland and Jason Traeger and that went on 
until 1985. During that time we were putting 
on shows and writing other people involved in 
other projects. 

PE: What prompted you to move up to San 
Francisco and work on Maximumrocknroll ? 
MS: A lot of things, actually. | don’t know if 
you've ever been to San Diego. . . 

PE: Yeah, | have, actually. 

MS: (laughing) That was one of the main rea- 
sons. I spent most of my life in San Diego and 
I didn’t really like it. You have to go by car to 
get anywhere, and the punk scene was really 
crazy. 

PE: It was really violent, wasn't it? 

MS: Yeah, back then it had a reputation for 
being really violent and it was violent, no 
question about it. Some shows were just out 
of control. We were a small group but we did 
some good things: we confronted people, we 
challenged people. But also, if | had stayed 
down there it would have burned me out. 
Y'know,it was a small group of people against 
three thousand. Leading Edgeat the time was 
getting really popular, not so much in the 
local community but outside, and there were- 
n't many people working on it. It was getting 
to be too big of a thing and we didn't feel like 
going on with it simply because the atmos- 
phere we were in was so different from what 
the zine was talking about; it was hard to keep 
it going. For me, | wanted a change, and I got 
an invitation to come up and work on Maxi- 
mum. Tim wanted more people to help out 
with the magazine. It was originally supposed 
to be me, Jason, and Bessie Oakly. We were

going to take over the magazine and Tim was 
going to work on a community center. This was 
way before Gilman stuff, this was mid-1985. Then 
it worked out that Jason didn't want to move, 
Bessie didn't want to move so | just ended up 
moving here. 

PE: How long have you been working on MRR? 
MS: Since September 1985. 

PE: You don'tget paid for your work and you don't 
often even write in MRR—your column is pretty 
sporadic—you mostly just do a lot of shitwork 





around here. What keeps you working on the 
zine? 

MS: | don't even really do graphics anymore. 
When | first moved up here | was doing all sorts of 
things; now I'm mainly just the main organizer for 
the zine section, making sure things get reviewed, 
which is important to me, to make sure that part of 
the underground is covered, which was never 
covered in Maximum except for listing addresses. 
Currently I'm not writing a column so much be- 
cause I'm involved in another project, Pressure 
Drop Press, which we should get into later on. 
Butthe main thing that still keeps me going is that 
| still think the magazine does a lot of great things. 
Just printing some ofthe addresses alone is the 
most important thing just because it lets people 
know that these things exist. 

PE: MRR expresses your musical side. Do you 
think it expresses your politics adequately? 

MS: Politics that correspond with music, yeah it 
does a good job, as far as the DIY and the 
grassroots thing. It really supports bands that do 
things themselves, fanzines that do things them- 
selves, behind-the-scenes type people. You know, 
the anti-business, anti-capitalist point of view of 
music. As far as that goes, it's good. The political 
articles in there that have nothing todo with the 
music, well yes and no. There's a lot of politics 
that will never get in Maximum that l'd like to see 
in there that if | had the time | would write articles 
about. 

PE: Is there too much or not enough political stuff 





in MRR? 

MS: | don't know, it's hard to say. 1 think 
everything in Maximum is political to a certain 
degree because that's just the nature of it. Doing 
punk rock is political in this day and age. | would 
never say there's not enough, there's just certain 
perspectives that aren't being covered. Too 
many people talk about Central America and not 
enough people are talking about the war that's 
going on in this country. It's important that people 
know about Central America, but you also have to 
understand things like class situations in this 


.country, and that's something that doesn't get 


talked-about. Radical politics in this country and 
the history of them and class situations in this 
country don't get talked about [in MRR] enough. 
PE: Do you want to explain about Pressure Drop 
Press and what prompted you to make the tran- 
sition from a magazine to a book publisher? 

MS: Pressure Drop Press started with my first 
book Threat By Example, which wasn't even 
related to Maximum, it was something I did on my 
own. Threat By Example is a collection of art and 
essays by people in the punk community that | 
found inspiring. The book documents the 27 
contributors’ personal philosophies. The whole 
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_ the word "fuck" is in the title 


idea of Threat By Example was that most aspects 
of punk rock have been documented in so many 
other formats, from fashion to music to dance 
styles, but it's never really utilized books. It's 
utilized the format of magazines to its fullest 
extent: fanzines have been the backbone of punk 
rock since day one. Books have only been used 
to document photos but not the ideas of punk, 
which rarely get documented. So the idea 
behind Threat By Example was to document the 
philosophies of these people, and also with books 
you're able to utilize a different format to express 
these ideas. It challenges people in other ways. 
Sothat's the whole idea with Pressure Drop: start 
making punk rock books, using topics that might 
not even be music-related but are going to be 
confronted by the music community. They're 
ideas that are sung about in songs, so it's about 
time we talked about them in books and sort of 
break down that weird, elitist view of what books 
are. 

PE: Publishing punk rock books based on the do- 
it-yourself ethic is a totally unexplored realm. 
What kind of difficulties have you encountered 
with publishing, distributing and selling your stuff? 
MS: The first book we had no problem because 





it crossed over into the music community. Ithad 
stuff by “famous” people and people wanted to 
read what they had to say. It was easy to sell, but 
with the other ones, the problem is that they don't 
talk about music directly. Even though they're not 
cold, dry political theory type things, still, getting 
peopleinterested in them is a challenge. It's hard 
to get people used to that idea, calling them on it, 
saying this is the same thing as punk rock. It's not 
ascatchy butit's visual. It's notas loudas a guitar 
but it's loud for your eyes. 

Also, the whole book industry has never been 
challenged by punk rock ethics, as far as keeping 
prices low and distributors dealing with someone 
who is very conscious about the price. We'll just 
keep doing it our way. 

PE: Does itmake you want 
to say “Fuck it" sometimes? 
MS: No, it makes me work 
even harder to getour books 
outandlet people know why 
we do things the way we do. 
PE: What kind of problems 
did you have with the Seth 
Tobocman book [You Don't 
Have to Fuck People Over 
to Survive]? 

MS: We ran into a lot of 
trouble simply because 


ofthe book. The word “fuck” 
is like oxygen. The title of 
the book is a title of a piece 
inside; we didn't putiton the 
cover for shock value. Even 
the title of the book reflects 
the good nature of it: you 
don't have to fuck people 
over to survive. It's not like 
saying "fuck you," even 
though in some ways it is, 
it's calling people on their 
bitterness towards other 
people and the ugliness 
that's in all of us. We were 
turned down by something 
like forty small printers, people who do press runs 
0f2000 books. All ofthem tumedit down because 
of the word "fuck" on the cover. 

PE: Why did they refuse it? 

MS: Different reasons. They have people who 
work in their factories who are religious and don't 
мап! о до it, and some people say, "There's 
women here." So what are you saying, women 
don't use the word "fuck", they've never heard it? 
“Well, a lot of them would be offended by it.” 
Some of them print bibles and they didn’t want us 
to fuck up their religious accounts, as they put it. 
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It's kind of crazy. Simply because people don't 
like the word "fuck" on the cover. Itwould be okay 
if it was on the inside. But no, we wanted to put 
“fuck” in the title, especially in this day and age 
where everyone is sort of censoring themselves, 
and that's the case with a lot of these printers, 
they're policing themselves. A lot of them would 
have printed it a year earlier. 

PE: And now with this Jesse Helms stuff? 

MS: Yeah, a lot of that that’s going on is intimidat- 
ing the fuck out of people and they're policing 
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themselves, practicing.self-censorship. You don't 
need the guy that's going around finding the 
communists in the factory anymore. It's taking out 
the front line man, putting out this air of intimida- 
tion. Put out this air that they're going to censor 
everything that's sexual and everything that they 
say is bad. "Fuck" has this history of being a bad 
thing when it's actually nothing; it's just a four- 
letter word, it has a thousand different interpreta- 
tions. People just police themselves and won't 
touch it, it's kind of interesting. The government 
is definitely taking its toll and causing us prob- 
lems, but there was no way we were going to 
change the title. Even the artistwanted to change 
the title but | was just like, “No way, | want to put 
"fuck" in the title of every one of my books from 
now on." People say we can'tdoit, so we're going 
to do it. It's not for shock value, it's to take the. 
taboo off of it. It's just a word and we're going to 
use it. 
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PE: | think that Pressure Drop has taken on a lot = ~ 


of taboos in the book industry. For instance, one 
thing that's very noticeable in your books is that 
you mix art and strong graphics with text, and 
most books you read have just a cover anda title 
page and then it's text all the way through, and | 
really like the way that PDP stuff mixes graphics 
and text. 

MS: All the people involved are very graphical. 
We wanted to challenge the book industry not 
only in the way they do business but in the way 








































































































































































































people expect books to be, like you can't mix 
pictures and books or graphics and books or then 
itwill be a comic book and notas important, which 
it total bullshit. Anything that catches the eye and 
" makes it more interesting. All our books will be a 
combination of graphics and text. > 
PE: Do you use images because you and the 
people you work with are interested in using 
images or because sometimes on the punk rock 
level just using straight text turns off a lot of punk 
rock people? 
MS: Isay thatit brings people in and that's a good 
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point, but that's not reason enough for doing it. 
We like the way that it looks. Purely from an 
esthetic point of view, an all-text book is pretty 
fucked up, l-think. | like the way comic books 
blend stories and images and I think that's a really 
important form of communication that's never 
utilized and that's mainly because of this conde- 
scending attitude towards comics because they 
have this history of just being little kid's shit. . . It's 
been done in the past, we're not the first ones to 
do it, we're just sort of doing our own thing. 
I'm glad you noticed that. 
PE: A lat of the stuff you do involves the use of 
computers extensively. Given the way modern 
technology is designed to maintain hierarchies, 
do you ever have second thoughts about using 
computers? 
MS: No, | don't. Notatall. There are theories that 
apply to machines and the machine age and 
keeping control of information, but there’s also 
another point that | use is that machines make 
skills and technical things a lot more easy to use, 
it's not a sacred thing. Anyone can typeset now 
| With access to a computer. Before if you wanted 
something typeset you had to take ittoa shop and 
pay them to do it. Now you can do it cheaper and 
do it yourself. It's in your hands, it's at your 
disposal. Five years from now people will be able 
to do halftones in their own house; it won't have to 
be a big chemical process. 
PE; But at the same time, this benevolent side of 
technology also produces things like Sensor- 
matic, a surveillance company that is almost 
exclusively computer-based. Do you think you 
can separate the good uses of computer technol- 
ogy from the bad? 
MS: | think so. 
PE: Do you think there will always be both as long 
as you have that sort of technology? 
MS: Yeah, it's like cars can be used for good 
things, cars can be used for bad things; comput- 
ers can be used for good things, computers can 
be used for bad things. The essence of a com- 
puterisn’t necessarily bad except thatit costs alot 
sot money. 
"PE: You don't think that the technology in itself. 
.. You think oe is os Л 
what you're saying. 
MS: [think it varies from which perspective you 
look at. Just looking at how things exist, we use 
computers at Maximum and we use them for good 
things. People like surveillance companies, the 
govemment, and the military use computers for 
things that in our eyes are bad things. Because of 
computers we're in control of more of the book 
process in-house. In some ways it's sort of like 
knowing your enemy. Computers are gaining 
more and more control, but the more you know 
aboutthemthen the more you know what's coming 
Out to get you. What do you think? Is it bad? 
PE: | can see howit'sa lot easier, but at the same 
time | think things like cars and computers are 
inherently unecological. Just the production 
process of computers alone, like those Apples will 
never decay and they use a lot of ozone-depleting 
substances in the production, so & that point 
alone | can’t justify the use of computers. in that

Central America, as well as to other dominated nations, has 
always been to maintain the status quo, which will probably 
be continued well after the cold war is over.

point out how the media is manipulated by the government 
to give the U.S. government credibility with the public in its 
actions, as well as pointing out the double standards which 
existwith this. Forinstance, how the media almost overnight 
tumed the once U.S.-supported Noriega into a drug-dealing, 
perverted Tyrant while still supporting a plethora of other 
despot rulers across the globe. The timing of publication of 
this book only proves Chomsky's observations played out in 
the handling of the Gulf War.

The traditional May Day festivities in Berlin unfor- 
tunately had to suffer under a bad case of endless 
drizzling rain this year. Nevertheless, there were 
about 12,000 participants at the demo. Before 
the actual march got on its way, there was a bit of 
trouble as a group of anarchists attacked the 
Maoist/Stalinist bloc of the demo and shot down 
a huge balloon which had a picture of Mao at- 
tachedtoit. After a short argument a compromise 
was reached and the demo got on its way, ending

there was some street fighting with the cops who 
had been stationed on the sidestreets. In all there 
were 3,500 cops in action during the whole day. 
After the demo, most of the people went back to 
Kreuzberg, which hosted the traditional May Day 
fair. Besides a bunch of stands, there were a 
couple of bands who played: some unknown 
band from NYC called Nausea and a Turkish folk 
band. In the early evening hours the cops de- 
cided to attack the square at which the festivities 
were held. Learning from pastyears, the cops at- 


tempted to arrest as many people as possible, 
trying to get people off the streets before it got 
dark and before things got more intense. For the 
first time they also made use of a new security 
measure which allows the cops to place a curfew 
onanyone walking on the streetin thatarea. Nev- 
ertheless, there were several places where 
streetfighting with the cops occurred, with two 
squad cars being overturned. Unfortunately, 
about 90 people were arrested with only thirteen 
cops injured.

We made it to Oranienplatz at about 1:00 PM on Mayday and we were greeted at the entrance by 
blockades of riot control cops who searched us for masks and weapons before allowing us to enter the 
square. The weather was quite cold and raining--weather which could best be described as Seattle! 

Filling the square there were perhaps 10,000 people with several anarchist and other leftist sections. 
When the march started | could see most of it go by from my vantage point. The entire length must have 
been 20 blocks long filling the street completely. All kinds of people made up the march and | was happy 
to see several small blocks of masked anarchists. (The cops told the marchers that any large black block 
would be smashed so one was not formed this year.) When the Stalinists came by it was a pretty scary 
sight as they all marched in uniform rows like soldiers in Red Square! We tagged along until the march 
crossed into what used to be East Berlin and then we tumed away to set up equipment for the Nausea gig. 

The Festival was ina square in Kruezburg with much activity centered around anold church. Therewere 
: numerous street vendors, mostly Turkish and a few hippy set-ups, selling food and beer on the streets. 
Despite the cold rain there were alot of people about enjoying themselves. In one area there was a stage 
setup and over the course of the afternoon | got to see a traditional Turkish band, a hippy jam, and even 
a reggae band play. 

Atabout 5:00 Nausea started to play. The square began to fillas people began to return from the march 
in droves. As they started rumor had it that the march had been attacked in East Berlin by riot troops and 
they were battling their way to the square. Despite the miserable weather Nausea played an awe-inspiring 
set which reflected the energy of the day. By the time they aptly finished their set with a cover of "State 
Violence / State Control" to over 1000 people, I could see riot troops marching up a hill about one block 
from thestage. People told us they were going to charge the square soon so we packed up the equipment 
as fastas we could. As we left the park the first exchanges of tracer bullets and tear gas canisters... and 
the battle of May Day 1991 lasted well into the night.

We were informed that the American press and TV pre- 
sented the 18 of July riot in Athens as a “riot over the 
nationalist issue of Cyprus” and also that the rioters were 
"the leftist minority of the National Student Union." This is 
nothing but BULLSHIT! 

Here's whatreally happened: The government wanted to 
present an image of “social peace" during the "visit" of 
George Bush. The whole police force of Athens (11,000 
pigs) was on alert. All demonstrations during the 18th and 
19th of July were forbidden. Athens was a city under police 
Occupation. A meeting was held on the 16th of July and 
attended by all anarchist groups and squatted houses of 
Athens, Itwas decided that our aim was to destroy the image 
of "social peace" and our only way was violent direct action. 
We decided 1) not to participate in leftist protests and 
bureaucratic "games" (only one group decided to participate 
in the leftist demonstration) and 2) to occupy the Polytech- 
nic and use it as an information and action center. For the 
next two days-using the Polytechnic's xerox machines-

The following is a report on the mass Nevada Test Site 
action that occurred from April 3-8 that brought together an 
unprecedented new alliance of people committed to ending 
nuclear weapons testing. The action was organized [by 
American Peace Test -ed.]in cooperation with the Western 
Shoshone National Council, the National Association of 
Radiation Survivors, and the Alliance of Atomic Veterans. 
Spiritual leaders and representatives from eight Native Ameri- 
can nations, "downwinders", atomic veterans, over 1500 
activists and of course me representing SDAYF came to- 
gether for six days of teach-ins, ceremonies, rallies and 
nonviolent direct action involving over 650 arrests. The 
affinity group | was with was Greenpeace San Diego. On the 
first day of our arrival (April 5) we were immediately warned 
as we looked for parking that the pigs were hassling every- 
‘one at the campsite and giving tickets on any basis they 
could possibly find. After a lot of wandering around for a 
place to camp | went out exploring the peace camp and 
registered SDAYF on the American Peace Test mailing list.

18 of July: The day of Bush's arrival. The demonstration 
organized by leftist students was attacked by the cops and- 
-as usual—leftists didn't fight back. Only the few anarchist 
participants reacted and set the American Express Bank on 
fire. 

When the cops gathered around the Polytechnic, anar- 
chists (600-700) were informed about the police attack. The 
"usual party” began: barricades, fires, CS tear gas, molo- 
tovs, burning banks and buses and luxurious cars. The area 
around the Polytechnic became a battlefield. Later that 
night, hundreds of nazis and right wing bastards tried to 
invade the Polytechnic. They were smashed. 

All the arrested comrades are now free.

Buses of Mercury workers came down to greet us (Mercury 
is a prefabricated town created by the state [within the test 
site -ed]). Some of the marchers blocked the buses. The 
pigs dragged and threw us to the side of the road. | saw one 
man dragged by his ankles, so everytime they jerked on his 
ankles his head would smack on the asphalt! One young

womyn was "accidentally" run over by one of the buses; her 
legs were crushed and she was taken away in an ambu- 
lance. But this did not discourage the protesters. We were 
here and it would take a lot more than their threatening and 
intimidating gestures and actions to be rid of us! 

The dancing and drumming continued throughout the night. 
The stifling heat of the desert sun quickly drained my body 
ofits energy, so |came back to camp long before the parade 
finally ended. We rested well under the continued rhythmic 
and steady beat of the drums that did not die until the rise of 
the moming sun. 

April 6: the big day of civil disobedience. Everyone was to 
cross the cattle guard or fence and disrupt their everyday 
norm. Atthe gate we all waited and let the Shoshone Native 

Americans cross first into their land that was stolen from 
them by what our childhood history books glorified and called 
“manifest destiny”. Our affinity group crossed through the 
barbed wire fence into “government property" and after a 
mile orso deepwe stopped and debated whether to block the 
airport runway or the road. There were ten of us, including 
a couple of individuals walking alone in the desert looking for 
agroup!ojoin. Weall decided to block the road since we had 
no water and the road was closer. We made our chain but 
got pulled apart and carried into a bus that took us to the 
holding pen. | saw Alex again, “Anarchy and peace, bro” 
were the words he shouted back in defiance as he was 
thrown hard againstthe desert floor. We were later driven 60 

miles away to Beatty to be given our token citations as 

souvenirs of the action. The whole thing was like a stage act 
now that | dwell upon it. We were taken to the nearest table 
and asked our name, address and social security number.

POLICE RETAKE PEOPLE'S PARK 
Battle Rages for Four Nights 
by @ WITNESS 


' People's Park, a Berkeley protest symbol and home- 


less area, is undergoing construction 22 years after 
the original park riots left one dead and National 
Guard martial law throughout the city. All summer, 
activists have awaited the building (athletic courts 
for university students) on the block-long park while 
building up a movement with slogans like “Defend 


: People's Park” and ‘They try it, we riot!" To be hon- 


est, the park has many problems, from fights to hard 
drug sales, but it is mainly a place where the home- 
less can gather for free food and clothing. It must 
also be said that the police have stopped every com- 
munity effort over the years to improve the park 
themselves. For example, a cafe set up in the park 
in 1989 was removed and impounded by the police. 
And there is certainly no need for volleyball courts on 
a UC campus tha is having severe budget problems 
as it is. 

DAY ONE (July 31) 

Around 7:00 AM on July 31st, the bulldozers 
arrived with several hundred riot police at the park. 
A brief melee left 36 people arrested and a fence on 
Telegraph Avenue torn down, but the police pro- 
ceeded to barricade a section of the park as con- 
struction on a volleyball court began. A meeting was 
called for 5:00 PM at the park, and in the evening 
hundreds of people began to gather. Around and 
across from the park, riot police from several cities 
lined up in formations. At 7:00 PMa dump truck full 
of dirt from the digging began to leave the park. 
Almost spontaneously, a crowd of two or three 
hundred began chasing the truck and pulling traffic 
barricades in front of it to block it. A few police were 
escorting the truck; they were quickly joined by 
about 30 more with clubs drawn. At the next 
intersection a group of 20 activists linked arms to

At5:30 AM on Monday, June 9, over 150 homeless people 
were forcibly evicted from their tents which had occupied the 
southwest section of the park. Such a tent community had been 
a regular feature of Tompkins Square Park for the past three 
years. The action in the park was carried out by over 400 cops 
in riot gear. This was the first step in the closing and occupation 
that is taking place right now. 

One week previous, there had been rioting in the park 
Sparked by police harassment and brutality against people 
enjoying a Memorial Day concert at the park's bandshell. Two 
specific acts of police violence were blamed for inciting the riot. 
The first occurred when a man was jumped by five cops when 
he refused to show them I.D. while they were harassing his 
friend about having an open bóttle of wine inside the park. 
Although he had done nothing wrong, he was grabbed by the 
neck, punched in the stomach and then forced to the ground 
where he was beaten on the back of his head with a truncheon. 

During the second incident, another concertgoer was told 
to pour out his beer upon entering the park. When he refused 
he was put in a choke hold by the power-drunk cops. Tired of 
the brutal pattern of police behavior, many people came to the 





MINNEAPOLIS ACTIVISTS MARCH IN 
SOLIDARITY WITHPARK STRUGGLES, 
HOMELESS by joel 


On Friday, August 9, about fifty punks, hippies, met- 
alheads, anarchists, homeless and (gasp!) liberals 
assembled at Loring Park in Minneapolis to demon- 
strate in solidarity with the people struggling against 
police brutality, homelessness and gentrification in 
Berkeley's People’s Park and New York City's 
Tompkins Square Park. We also gathered to show 
Support for 1118 Harmon Place in Minneapolis, an 
abandoned apartment building occupied by ACT- 
UP and Up & Out of Poverty on July 15 for the 
purpose of creating housing for homeless youth. 
The event began with Troll of Profane 
Existence, who gave a speech briefly describing the 
events that have happened this summer in People's 
Park, Tompkins Square Park, and 1118 Harmon 
Place. He tied these three struggles together and 
stressed that the brutal police reaction at all three 
places are part of the larger process of gentrification 
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block the truck, but we broke apart when the police 
charged. By this time, the first rocks had been 
thrown; they thudded off the sides of the truck to 
cheers as the crowd chanted, “Give back the dirt!" 
One rock smashed a small window on the side of the 
cab. The police managed to cleara path through the 
demonstrators and the truck sped and escaped. We 
headed back for the park. 

About half an hour later, the park was crowded 
with over 1000 protestors. One block up on Haste 
St, about 100 police massed in formation, including 
the county sheriffs in their neon blue riot suits. In the 
middle of the park a red paint balloon was splattered 
ona pig and aman was jumped and arrested by four 
cops. The crows began to surge around the small 
group of riot police as they backed up toward the 
massed police, now at the intersection. As the 
protestors and cops faced off, bottles, rocks, and 
fireworks began raining down on the cops more and 
more. A cop in the front row fell down when a brick 
hit him in the chest; a couple of others in the ranks 
were flattened. As bottles were thrown out the 
windows of the apartments above the cops' heads, 
many began covering their helmets with their hands. 
A bonfire was lit in the middle of the street and a car 
was pulled into the road in front of the police. A few 
masked militants began breaking up concrete slabs 
in piles for ammunition. The police began to march 
toward the crowd, and in possibly the greatest 
fuckup in riot police history, they actually forced the 
crowd onto unguarded Telegraph Avenue. Hun- 
dreds of rioters began howling and screaming as 
they ran full speed up the street. Rocks smashed 
through storefronts while friendly businesses were 
left untouched. In one fratemity cafe, jocks clam- 
bered under tables as the windows shattered to bits. 
Crowds pulled newspaper bins and trash into the 
street; soon bonfires raged and the street looked as 
if it was on fire as it was covered in burning objects. 
Someone smashed a fuse box and the Streetlights 





defense of the concart-goer and the ensuing confrontation 
escalated into that afternoon's rioting and for a time led to a 
forced police withdrawal from the park area. Of course, people 
everywhere are sick of such petty harassment and will fight 
backl 

However, for the powers-that-we've-allowed-to-be, this 
Was just the justification they needed to close Tompkin's Square 
Park. Of course the rioting was blamed on the homeless, 
anarchists and “outside agitators" who frequent and/or live in 
the park and public opinion had been turned against them by a 
campaign of lies from city officials, only re-enforced through 
media coverage... poor cops being ruthlessly attacked and 
mauled by “thugs and criminals" which live in the park... 

Mayor "Where's My Limo?" Dinkins shortly afterwards 
announced that the park would be closed for renovations within 
two weeks. This would mean the immediate closing of most of 
the park—including the eviction of the park's homeless resi- 
dents and the destruction many of the unique features which 
made Tompkins Square a historic landmark An originally 
announced closing date of June 10th was pushed up without 
Notice to June 3rd which gave police and the city the element of 
surprize. (It was later found out the original date was called off 
because the city leamed of a the Park's Department issuing a 





and exploitation of the poor and homeless by the 
elite in America. 

From Loring Park the contingent marched 
a couple blocks to 1118 Harmon Place, chanting 
"More homes less [or no] cops!,” “No blood for 
doughnuts," "No blood for volleyballs"(referring to 
People's Park), etc. Literature about People's Park 
and Tompkins Square Park was handed out to 
almost 400 passersby. Once we reached the aban- 
doned building representatives from ACT-UP and 
Up & Out of Poverty spoke about the history of the 
takeover, the police brutality suffered by those who 
were arrested, and the need for housing for home- 
less youth, particularly those under 18 who are 
legally *minors" and not allowed by the law to be 
away from some sort of "adult supervision". 

From Harmon Place we marched—led by - 
Chris Crisis and our massive "No Gods No Masters" 
Amebix banner—downtown to the Minneapolis Star 
Tribune office. We marched on the streets, taking 
up a lane of traffic, followed by an entourage of four 
cop cars and a paddy wagon. We had no permit for 
this march and the cops had no idea where we were 
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went out; many corporate stores like Millers Out- 
post and The Gap were looted as charging police 
began fighting their way up the street. As crowds of 
rioters were chased down side streets, the word was 
yelled up and down several blocks to regroup at 
another nearby park. By this time it was 10:00 PM, 
and 400 people met at the park and decided to 
march into the UC campus. On the way, marchers 
passed one police car—bottles began to fly! As the 
car hurriedly backed in reverse, its windows were 
smashed in as glass broke all over it. The crowd ran 
onto the campus and immediately began smashing 
the windows and doors out of Kroeber Hall and 
Wurster Hall; an overturned glass recycling bin 
helped with ammunition. The police sped up in vans 
and charged out smashing people with clubs. Some 
of us were chased through woods while the rest 
retreated down the street to smash the windows of 
a rich hotel before being dispersed. Sometime 
during the action, a car was burned on Haste St. 
DAY TWO (August 1) 

The scene the next morning looked like a warzone. 
Windows were smashed and boarded Up every- 
Where; riot police stood on many street comers. 
That evening there was a march of several hundred 
people followed by'a huge squad of riot police, a few 
of whom were seen to be carrying tear gas rifles and 
other weaponry. As it got dark, a crowd of over 1000 
once again gathered in the park. A bonfire was lit 
and people took turns leaping over it. This time, over 
400 police massedin the parking lot across from the 
crowd. Around 11:00 PM, they suddenly turned on 
spotlights and charged the crowd, which split down 
several streets. As we retreated down the boarded- 
up shops on Telegraph, shots rang out again and 
again: the pigs were shooting us with wooden and 
rubber bullets! We turned around to fight back with 
bricks and bottles. One group of people began 
tearing up parts of the sidewalk for ammunition as a 
dumpster was overturned in the street and set on 
fire. Again, the cops charged, shooting the rounds 
directly at us from a distance of about 30 feet. Most 
of the people were hit by the stinging bullets. We 
retreated slowly as the cops moved forward, firing. 
We were finally forced to flee when vans, motor-

the pigs cleared out the park and crews began to rect the 8-foot 
Security fences around the park. 

While the finger was being pointed at the obvious health 
concems of homeless people living in a public park, the park 
residents went to great lengths to keep the park clean and 
especially clean up after concerts. They were scapegoated for 
many of the park's *problems" and then kicked-out without any 
food, shelter or money for relocation. The city again led the 
public opinion to believe that these people could just be moved 
into shelters. However, most Tompkins Square Park residents, 
as any sane person would, chose the park to a shelter where 
they may catch a life-threatening disease and live in constant 
fear of rape and murder. Their so-called solution to the 
homelessness in the park is no solution at all. 

As for crime in Tompkin's Square Park: The large amount 
of people who lived in the park in-fact increased the safety due 
to the ever-present numbers. Former 9th Precinct Top Porker 
Julian even recently admitted that Tompkins Square Park was 
one of the safest in the city. 

Since the closure of the park, police have maintained a 
massive presence around the park and in the adjacent neigh- 
borhood. At any given time one may find at least 100 cops 
occupying the area with riot gear atarms reach. Obviously the 
city govemment is afraid that their plan my be threatened by 


going because we kept the route secret. Some of 
the cops trailing us were the ones who beat the 
activists who occupied1118 Harmon Place. We 
marched to the Star Tribune office because they 
provided virtually no coverage of the events on 1118 
Harmon, Tompkins Square Park, or People's Park 
(Don't you think 500 cops in-riot gear shooting 
rubber bullets and arresting over 100 people in the 
Streets of Berkeley deserves at least. little cover- 
age?). 

Chanting "No more media suppression of 
cop aggression," we approached the building. 
Suddenly, the demo's direction was taken over by a 
liberal who helped organize the action and who tried 
to whittle away the radical bent of the action the 
Profane Existence crew tried to cultivate from the 
Start. The original plan was to march to the Tribune, 
Speak about why we were there, and then head to 
City Hall and the chief of police office. Without 
consulting anyone, our liberal friend raced to the 
head of the protest and led marchers into the build- 
ing. This would have been really cool if we had run 
through the building raising a ruckus and then exited 
and continued with our march, buthe instead walked 
into the lobby and squatted on the floor. Others 
followed his lead. He declared that we were all going 
to sit there and risk arrest until the editor came out 
and talked to Us about why police brutality incidents 


mass evictions of squatters in the Bronx, where over 200 riot 
thugs participated in each action, as well as actions against 
students protesting massive tuition hikes at CUNY campuses of 
Hestos, Lehman, Bronx Community College, etc. 

The current police state on the Lower East Side is a 
reflection of the city’s willingness to maintain policy by force— 
a doctrine used by even “democratic” governments throughout 
history. While the cops are currently attempting to avoid direct 
Confrontation and petty harassment in the neighborhood (in 
Order to still public outcry about their occupation) they have 
been harassing and busting ‘organizers singularly and out of 
the public eye. 

The eviction of the park was an overt attempt by the city to 
crush remaining resistance and community sense in the Lower 
East Side. The area, historically of cultural and ethnic plurality 
is being tom apart and sacrificed by city policies directed by 
greedy developers. They intend to divide the community, then 
push out the Blacks, Hispanics, Polish and politicos to make 
way for high rise, high rent condos and the mindless, money- 
blinded yuppies who will occupy them. This is a classic example 
of gentrification. х 

What has been allowed to happen on the Lower East Side 
reflects many other inner-city residential areas all across the 
country. The process of gentrification is the systematic destruc- 


are suppressed in the paper. Naturally, not every-_ 
one wanted to risk arrest, especially without being ` 
given a choice, and a lot of us are suspicious of the 
worth or validity of civil disobedience, so all but three 
of the protestors left and waited outside. Many 
people felt betrayed because no one knew ће“ 
march was going to turn into an involuntary CD 
action. We stood outside and discussed it and made 
it clear that this action was done solely by this one 
person without consulting anyone. He and the 
others finally emerged from the building after speak- 
ing with a reporter. No arrests were made. 

The march lacklusterly continued from 
there to city hall. The office of the chief of police was 
locked, so the march more or less disbanded. The 
cops left the scene and so did the liberal contingent, 
leaving 15-20 radicals. We decided to march through 
the financial district back to Harmon Place. We 
marched through downtown in a much more spirited 
and festive manner than before, yelling things like 
“Class War, we'll eat the rich cos we're poor!," etc. 
We tried to go "shopping" ata rich scum department 
Store, but about 5-7 big security thugs blocked the 
door. We continued on, but not before Troll pro- 
claimed on the megaphone to all within earshot that 
the store was having a special *100% Off" sale that 
was strictly self-service, so hurry and shop now. We 
handed out more literature, yelled things, hassled

Facing a city deficit of several hundred million dollars, the 
city has already cut back on many social programs and will be 
Cutting back on many more. Renovations on the park are 
projected at a minimum cost of at least $2.3 million and 
“continued police occupation could cost over $10 million for 
-over-time pay over thenextyear. Itis incredible that the city can 
Justify such expense in this budgetary time of crisis. 
| There have been on-going attempts to stop the demolition 
through the courts. Atone point early on a restraining order was 
issue to stop the demolition but was quickly`overturned by the 
city in a higher court. To go higher in the system through 





yuppies, and generally had a better time than we'd 
had all day.

| Overall, the protest was notas radical and 
spirited and well-attended as we hoped, but we still 
-had fun and we definitely showed our solidarity with 
the homeless and those fighting the pigs in Berkeley 
and New York. We also learned some important 
lessons in organizing this march. Most importantly, 
‘we've learned not to work with liberal groups be- 
cause as sincere as they may be, like communists 
‘they will always try to take over an event and push 
their agenda over a radical one. From now on we'll 
seek help and/or organize with only anarchist groups, 
| or we'll just do it ourselves. 
Still, we've learned from our mistakes, we 
remain undaunted, all the effort was worth it, and 
we'll be back.

cycles, and two helicoptors charged at us down 
Telegraph. The window of the first van shattered but 
it kept coming at us. After a few more blocks of 
fighting, including two people using slingshots on 
Cop cars, we were routed and fled up side streets as 
the helicoptors hovered overhead shining spotlights 
everywhere. The fighting was similar on other 
streets and the cops used tear gas to clear at least 
One intersection. The number of injured protestors 
was very high, and we saw many ambulances 
screaming by during the night. 

DAY THREE (August 2) 

Again, there was an evening march, but after 
marching a few blocks, the riot police stopped us, 
pointing rows of rifles in our faces. After a standoff 
where we were trapped between rows of pigs for an 
hour and a half, they let us leave in small gropus if 
we promised notto go to the park. After being let out, 
I told the pig to fuck off and headed down to the park, 
where a small crowd of 200 or so soon lit a bonfire. 
This time the pigs wasted no time; they marched up 
and opened fire. There was little resistance; a few 
bottles were thrown and some debris pulled into the 
streets but the crowd was routed. 

DAY FOUR (August 3) 

Arally began at 11:00 AM; the streets were lined 
with riot cops from fifteen municipalities. A police 
State. The largest crowd yet gathered in the park, 
but a march was stopped by the pigs and some 
demonstrators were beaten and arrested. One was 
beaten unconscious and dragged away by her hair. 
Again, there was an evening march. It was allowed 
to proceed and torch-bearing masked protestors 
chanted anti-police and anti- government slogans. 
As the demonstrators again gathered in the park at 
dark, we were forced out and up the street by what 
looked like around 600 cops—an army of brutal nazi 
shits. At the next intersection, they again started 
shooting us with the same type of bullets used in the 
West Bank, South Africa, and Northern Ireland, and 
the shooting was heavier than ever as the police 
charged into the crowd. This time, though, a large 
crowd of militants held our ground, pulling barri- 
cades into the streets along with cars, dumpsters, 


benches, etc. We also fought back with bricks and 
EE 


appeals is a lengthy process, while in the meantime the destruc- 
tion of the Tompkins Square Park and the Lower East Side 
continues. 

On a daily basis a variety of demonstrations and vigils 
have taken place since the park closing. In several instances 
the anger of the LE.S. poor and working class anger erupted 
into near-riotous levels. Atone demonstration which occurred 
on Friday, June 8th, over 1500 demonstrators rampaged into 
the Washington Square Park and the West Village after police 
brutally charged and attacked peaceful demonstrators sitting in 
Astor Place. The next day about 1000 tumed out from the 
community in a show of solidarity and held a “hands around the 
park” demonstration which nearly encircled the half-mile dis- 
tance around the park. In many ways the park closing has 
served to galvanize community spirit on the LE.S. and forging 
new resistance. 

As well, solidarity for the Tompkins Sqaure Park struggle 
has been shown on an international level. On August 14th over 
50 people demonstrated in front of the New York State Depart- 





The following is. the text of the speech made by Troll at the 
solidarity demo in Minneapolis. 

| have come out here today, as I'm sure most of you have, to 
show solidarity for struggle to save People's Park in Berkeley 
California, Tompkins Square Park in New York City, and make 
a show of support for homeless activism here in the Twin Cities. 
Although the particular backgrounds of these struggles may 
historically differ, the struggle for the self-preservation and self- 
determination for the dispossed, the working poor, and the 
homeless is universal world-wide. Unfortunately, in our society, 
the struggle for self-determination has always been synony- 
mous with represssion, in particular we're talking about police 
brutality. As sure as night and day we will have to expect the 
repression of any movement who's intention is to create a social 
change which is beyond the status quo and we must expect 
from ourselves this kind of solidarity~coming together of people- 
-to unite for our own common interests, goals and protection. 
One of the main reasons for calling this protest was to show 
solidarity to our comrades and friends who are currently waging 
a battle over the destruction of People's Park in Berkeley, 
California. Last Tuesday the University of California Berkeley 
began destruction of the park which was created oütof the need 
forafree community space by political and social activists. Over 
the years People's Park had become a center for homeless 
activism in the Bay Area, a regular place where free food was 
made available, as well as a somewhat safe sleeping area to 
numerous homeless people. When demonstrators demanded 
ahaltto the destruction they were brutally repressed police who 
used excessive force by any standards. This includes the use 
truncheon charges as well as wooded and rubber bullets. U.C. 
Berkeley wants to turn People's Park and into volleyball courts 
for their students, this being just their latest excuse to have

When I first heard this was going on, incidently | have seen 
virtually nothing from the media, I was instantly reminded of two 





rocks as bullets sprayed everywhere out of shot- 
guns and .37mms, hitting many of us to cries of 
shock and pain. The police in gas masks then began 
using tear gas to clear us from each intersection. 
Each time, we retreated one block and turned to 
fight. Pulling a bench in the road, | was hit with two 
wooden bullets. No big deal, but then a rubber bullet 
hit me in the shin and | went down as the tear gas 
spread. Luckily, | was carried to safety. The battle 
lasted for about ten more blocks, with heavy resis- 
tance until the pigs charged in motorcycles, splitting 
us up and running over someone. 


WHO OWNS 


Someday a petty official will appear with a 
piece of paper, called a land title, which states 
that the University of California owns the land 
of the People’s Park. Where did that piece of 
Paper come from? What is it worth? 

A long time ago the Costanoan Indians lived 
in the area now called Berkeley. They had no 
concept of land ownership. They believed that 
the land was under the care and guardianship 
of the people who used it and lived on it. 
Catholic missionaries took the land away 
from the Indians. No agreements were made. 
No papers were signed. They ripped it off inthe 
name of God. 

The Mexican Government wanted to pretend 









the land. They drew up some papers which 
said they legally owned it. No Indians signed 
those papers. 

The Americans were not fooled by the pa- 
pers. They had a stronger army than the 
Mexicans. They beat them in a war and took 
ithe land. Then they wrote some papers of their 
own and forced the Mexicans to sign them. 


ment of Commerce in West London, U.K., handing out leaflets 
and then later tothe local offices of CNN. A solidarity action for ` 
Tompkins Square Park and other homeless/class struggles 
was also held in Minneapolis on August 18 (see seperate 
article). 

Ifthe plans for the park are completed the Lower East Side 
will lose one of the best assets the community has. Already the 
park closing has eliminated the only recreation for the area’s 
elderly and is denying the entire community of a common 
Meeting area. When renovation is complete, the park will be 
robbed of it’s best assets: The band shell is to be removed, all 
grassy areas paved over and a curfew strictly enforced. We 
have also leafhed that the old traditional park benches have 
been removed and are to be replaced with a type that does not 
permit people to lay on them like ones on subway platforms. 

Unless the city can find an alternative way to solve it's" 
homeless problem like providing safe, clean shelters, food, 
jobs, etc., than the closing of Tompkins Square Park can not be 
tolerated for this reason alone. The park belongs to all of the 





months ago when | was in New York City. While | was there, the 
City of New York forcibly evicted about 150 homeless veople 
from Tompkin's Square Park. The city offered them no help 
other than the existing so-called "homeless" shelters. These 
shelters are no more than death-traps offering little more than 
abounding violence, sexual assault and drug abuse which leads 
to the possiblity of contracting contageous diseases such as 
T.B. and AIDS. immediatly after this eviction several hundred 
Tiot police sealed of the neighborhood and erected 10-foot high 
fences around the park. Tompkin's Square Parkis located in the 
Lower East Side of Manhatten which is historically of a diverse 
cultural and active political background. When Lower East Side 
residents came out in a show of support and to demand the park 
be-opened and the homeless be allowed to return, the police 
responded swiftly and brutally. 

Shortly after my return to Minneapolis, on July 15th, a group of 
activists took over and reclaimed a long-abandoned apartment 
building right down the street on Harmon Place. On the day of 
this action many of us went down to show our support for their 
work in ending youth homelessness. This particular takeover 
action has done much to publicize the plight of homeless youth 
and move towards negotiating with the city for youth shelters 
beyond institutions that already exist, which relegate homeless 
youth to nothing more than criminals, tramps and undesirables. 
As we speak there is a battle going on over Tomkins Square 
Park, People's Park and in the streets and alleys of the Twin 
Cities. The losers will be the poor and homeless. Without all the 
Support they can get all will be lost: Perhaps what little we can 
give may help. This sort of coming together as we have done 
today is vital in our efforts to fight back in this battle which for 
many is a life and death struggle. We must be able to support 
one another and extend our support to all who lack what is 
considered a basic neccesity. For the homeless who sleep 
under bridges or squatters who live in abandoned builings, the 
Struggle against economic depravity is a bond we must all 
accept in our unity against the corrupt system which exists to 
maintain our domination by the powerful. Today we protestas

AFTERMATH 

The following day, a press conference was held 
and a city council member called for calm. Cop- 
watch gave many examples of the hundreds of 
cases of police brutality. A man was watching the 
action and was jumped and beaten by six cops as he 
tried to unlock his door to get in. Aman and woman 
playing guitar on campus were attacked and beaten; 
the man was hospitalized. Medics were beaten 
while trying to aid injured protestors, etc., etc. The 
injury list goes on and on. Final total was 100 
arrests, 14 injured pigs and an unknown number of 
injured protestors, and | don't believe it's over yet. 


THE PARK? 


The American government sold the land to 
some white settlers. The Government gave 
the settlers a piece of paper called a land title 
in exchange for some money. All this time 
there were still some Indians around who 
claimed the land. The American army killed 
most of them. 

The piece of paper saying who owned the 
land was passed around among rich white 
men. Sometimes the white men were inter- 
ested in taking care of the land. Usually they 
were just interested in making money. Finally 
some very rich men, who run the University of 
California, bought the land. 

Immediately these men destroyed the houses that had

community, including the homeless, and the decisions about it's 
fate must come from the community—not from city hall. 

In form and spirit the closing of Tompkins Square Park is 
a direct attack on the community of the Lower East Side. We 
cannot tolerate the closing and must increase the pressure in all 
ways shapes and forms. Taking back Tompkins Square Park 
is perhaps the first step in rebuilding a world where we can all 
live in peace and freedom. - 

At latest reports from the Lower East Side show little 
progress has been made on the so-called renovations. The 
park is still closed and little mora than a pile of rubble. The 
Struggle to save the park as a community space continues!

Background: The London Greenpeace Group 
was founded in 1970 as an independent group of 
activists by individuals from the War Resisters 
International and Peace News. The early years 
were mainly spent campaigning against nuclear 
bomb tests, and from 1974 against the nuclear 
power industry. In 1977 the Vancouver Green- 
peace Foundation established its branch in Brit- 
ain, Greenpeace Ltd, but there has never been 
any connection between us. At this time the 
Group was pacifistic in nature but ready to use 
non-violent direct action, for example by obstruct- 
ing building work on nuclear power stations. 
Although it had always had a broad ecological 
perspective, it wasn't until the early 80's that the 
Group really involved itself in other struggles. 

Aims and Ideals: The main aim of our group is 
the revolutionary transformation of society to 
create a world without oppression, a world where 
human beings can live in peace with each other 
and the rest of nature. To this end all our cam- 
paigns are directed. We recognize that the world 
is controlled by forces—industrial, military, gov- 
ernmental-that are fast destroying the planet in 
their greed for wealth and power. They are re- 
sponsible for nearly all the suffering in the world, 
whether it be starvation of children in Africa, 
elderly women dying from the cold in London, or 
the torture of animals in vivisection laboratories. 

We take the anarchist view (though some of us 
dislike the use of the word "anarchist" as just 
another label) that it is futile and immoral to 
collaborate with the existing power structure, so 
we do not place any trust in politicians or political 
parties. Meaningful change canonly come through 
the struggle of ordinary people in their daily lives. 
The scant freedoms we possess today (which are 
disappearing fast!) were won by the blood and 
sweat of our ancestors. What we must realize is 
is that resistance, as well as oppression, forms a 
totality. Every aspect of our lives--the food we 
eat, our sexuality, the job we choose to do (or not 
to do), our behavior towards others—can either be 
a statement of dissent or of acceptance. 

Revolution can begin anywhere, but please do 
not get the idea we are dull politicos; we laugh, 
have fun, get drunk sometimes, fall in love. In- 
deed revolutionary struggle itself can be fun if, like 
us, you believe it's about taking action and com- 
municating, not sitting around in cliques discuss- 
ing stuffy texts. Taking action is vital because in 
the end deeds, not words, really matter. That's 
why we support groups such as the Animal Lib- 
eration Front who break the law. If property is 
used to abuse others it should be destroyed, and 
that isn’t violence because inanimate objects 
don't feel pain. Some of us go further and would 
support violent resistance to oppression, for 
example the uprising by people on Broadwater 
Farm in Tottenham in 1985. 
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Campaigns: With- 
out the resources or de- 
sire to be a large, central- 
ized organization, we see our role as a catalyst- 
inspiring others to take action. A good example of 
this was the Stop the City demonstrations of 
1983/4 which were initiated by us but involved 
thousands of people who decided spontaneously. 
to try to bring the financial heart of the industrial 
death machine to a standstill. So successful were 
these actions that they spread to other cities. 

Perhaps the most successful campaign we ini- 
tiated in recent years has been the one against 
McDonald's hamburger corporation. This has 
become a nation-wide and world-wide movement 
uniting many disparate campaigners in the aim of 
smashing a multinational that epitomizes every- 
thing we despise~a junk culture, the deadly ba- 
nality of capitalism. McDonald's themselves are 
so frightened that they are resorting to threaten- 


ing legal action—a sure sign we're winning! (See 
Profane Existence #10 "McDonald's gets Mc- 


Nasty"). For World Food Day 1986 (Oct. 16th) we 
produced a factsheet, "What's Wrong With 
McDonald's," which is now established as a clas- 


Sic. We've received requests for copies all over 


the world, and many groups have used it to make 


their own leaflets. We have also recently cam- 


paignedagainstanother murderous multinational, 
Unilever. 

London Greenpeace is affiliated to the Anti- 
Nuclear Network, which reflects our beliefs in de- 
centralization and local campaigning. We were 
active in supporting the miners' strike and the 
printworkers sacked by Murdoch and have been 
involved in the numerous campaigns against the 
Public Order Act, the General Election (if elec- 
tions changed anything they would be abolished) 
and the Poll Tax. Many in our group are unem- 
ployed and are active in claimants’ struggles. At 
the present time we are developing a campaign- 
in collaboration with East European groups for 
the abolition of all state borders and for the free 
movement of people throughout the world, and 
we shall be exposing the tyranny of the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund/World Bank and the “Third 
World" debt crisis. 

Join the Struggle: Unlike most groups we 
have no “leaders” or “members”; all our work is 
done collectively and you can join by coming to 
our weekly meetings. Occasionally we invite 
speakers from other organizations. We encour- 
age people to campaign locally(though we wel- 
come donations from people who can't be active 
themselves) by joining existing groups or setting 
up their own. We can supply you with a list of 
contacts. As alocal group ourselves, we have no 
“branches”, but there are groups throughout the 
world which share our aims. Joining one of them 
means you are taking the first steps on the road 
to revolution and liberation.

PE: Could you explain what Zooid is and how 
the compilation LP came about? 
A: Zooid is a cooperative of bands who try to 
distribute their products by avoiding the music biz 
and in doing so create their own way. All the. 
facilities of Zooid are available for musicians. For 
instance, a band can'use the management. This 
management tries to get gigs for the bands who 
are involved. At the same time it is a central 
contact address which makes it much easier for 
programmers to get in contact with the bands. 
Itis a principal for Zooid that the music is not 
just a consumption article but a way to express 
your opinion. Being creative and being able to 
work independently. We are going to try to set up 
this management/label/distribution network run 
by the bands who are involved atthe time. In this 
way everybody is constructive with music without 
inventing the wheel over and over again. We work 
cooperatively instead of competing with each other. 
We work on a non-commercial basis. 

When we had the idea to start the label we 
organized meetings in different places with bands 
from all over Holland. We had meetings every 
month for more than a year to see and practice 
what we wanted and the result was the first com- 
pilation album and the contacts between the bands. 
Info about gigs and how to make records, etc. got 
exchanged and we had a great time. Because 
Zooid is always a different group of people it stays 
interesting and new information comes in. Hope- 
fully at the end of this year we will release a single 
with eight “new” bands, so keep your eyes open!! 


PE: Why do you sing In English rather than 
Dutch? Why do you think that so many Euro- 
pean and worldwide bands use English as a 
medium for communication? Do you think it's 
acceptable or should it be questioned?

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CITIZEN FISH were interviewed on the 16th of 
February in Berlin on a special occasion, it 
being their 100th gig and Jaspar's 1000th gig! 
This was also the farthest east any of them 
ever got so there was a lot to celebrate. Pres- 
ent were all the members of the band, which 
are actually three-fourths of SUBHUMANS 
during the Worlds Apart LP stage and one 
member of CULTURE SHOCK on their last LP.

PE: Could you explain the change from CUL- 
TURE SHOCK to CITIZEN FISH? 

D: It's really not a linked change. Itis just that 
meand Jaspar used to bein Culture Shockand 
we wanted to carry on doing music after the 
band had split up. Trotsky had been intro- 
duced into Culture Shock during the last two 
weeks of its existence so we basically just 
needed a guitarist who turned out to be a guy 
named Larry. After a year of being in Citizen 
Fish we discovered that he wasn't as good as 
we thought he would be, so we got Phil who 
used to play in the Subhumans. 

PE: Didn't you think that you could carry on 
the band under the name Culture Shock? 

D: No, that would have been ripping people 
off. 

T: There were only two people left from the 
band and Jaspar was only a member of Culture 
Shock for the last LP, so he wasn’t even one of 
the original members of the band, either. 

D: | was really the only original member of 
Culture Shock left and carrying on would be 
like Charlie Harper and the UK Subs having 
their billionth lineup change. Based on that 
principle we would still be called Subhumans, 
which we actually could be since we have 
three former members of the band who are in 
Citizen Fish now. | think Citizen Fish is also 
quite different than our former bands because 
itis new music. The attitude does continue but 
the name changes so that people will know 
that something different has evolved from what 
had been going on before. 

PE: Do people still view you as “the band that 
used to be Subhumans '? 

D: Yeah, some people do. Itis difficult to avoid 
butitdoesn'treally matter much because once 
they hearus they willeither like itor they won't. 
PE: Do you benefit from it, though? Do you 
think the band would be as popular if none of 
the members had any previous "band his- 
tory"? 

T: Well, ithas undoubtfully helped. Someone 
even gave us a gig without hearing what we 
actually sound like. He just knew that we used 
to be in the Subhumans. 

P: You shouldn't really read that much into it, 
ifitsays ex-Subhumans. It's only a statement 
about what the individual members have done 
before they got into the current band. It's not 
a statement about the music, though. 

D: I am sure Fugazi have done pretty well with 
the reputation of being ex-Minor Threat but 
they don't sound like Minor Threat soitdoesn’t 
have any significance. Itis certainly beneficial 
to haveahistory behind you. Some people will 
take a guess that what you have done up to 
now was pretty good, so the new stuff should 
be good, too. 

PE: Youarenotreally what most people would 
consider to be a “real” punk band, meaning 
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that your music is very varied and tends to mix 
several musical styles and all this. Do you 
think there will be some punks that think that 
you are drifting into the mainstream? 

D: Well, | guess there are people like that but 
those people are just so incredibly narrow- 
minded that we don't even want to know what 
they think of us. 

PE: Has the audience at your gigs changed 
because of the change in the music? 

D: Besides having your basic punk audience 
there are also a lot of people who come to our 
gigs that musically would have never gotten 
into the Sex Pistols or Crass but who are into 
the type of music that we do. In this way our 
music can reach a lot more people than we 
would normally be able to do if we were just a 
punkband. Wedon'treally careifthese people. 
are just into reggaeor ska or whether they just 
came to dance. It is a great opportunity to 
reach people that you otherwise couldn't. 
PE: There is this thing going around the UK 
that Culture Shock and to a certain extent 
Citizen Fish smoke a lot of dope and have 
basically gone hippy. 

All: Ha Ha! 

D: That's a pretty silly thing to say and it's also 
not true. 

T: Only one person in the band smokes dope! 
D: | have got to admit that Culture Shock did 
smoke a helluva lot of dope, but even if we did, 
| don't think it's a valid point to make about a 
band. |t certainly says nothing about the 
music. 

J: What’s that hippy bit about, though? 

PE: I guess it's because Culture Shock had 
that Stonehenge image. It sorta stands out 
since most punk bands seem to concentrate 
on "serious"(?) politics. 

D: We centered ourselves more around the 
political side of it than the spiritual side which. 
I think is quite important as well. Thereis alot 


of political contentin this issue, with the police ~ 


stopping it and all that. In a way it is about 
freedom of movement, speech and for some 
people even religion. All the punks who are 
just into Thatcher, bombs and all that should 
redefine their attitudes towards what Stone- 
hengeis actually about.

Well, its about a year after 
Mandela was released and yes apartheid is 
still alive and well. The recent violence is 
highestin magnitude in this country's fascist 
history. The state, press, etc. have labeled it 
an ANC/Inkatha conflict or tribal violence 
dueto ethnic or political differences between 
Zulu and Xhosa speaking groups. Well, yes, 
the conflict is between blacks (or “black on 
black violence" as the state irritatingly la- 
belsit), butonethingisfor sure, thereis more 
to it than just two groups with differences. 
For one thing, these two groups have coex- 
isted for decades, so why the conflict when 
the state finally seems to be cracking? In this 
view, the violence is quite ironic. One thing 
is for sure, a "mysterious third force" (an- 
other statist term) is involved. Since vio- 
lence between anti-apartheid groups slows 
down reformist processes, the right wing is 
quite satisfied. As intra-black violence con- 
tinues, the thought of ending illegitimate white 
minority rule remains far off. This also ex- 
plains why the state is doing NOTHING to 
quell the violence. Funny though, cos theSA 
police (pigs) have always been notorious for 
riot control, citizen-bashing techniques. All 
ofa sudden, they just sit back and watch. Not 
that their involvement is good, but as | said, 
the state is very secretly fueling the fire. Only 
yesterday 69 people were butchered in one 
township. Who knows how many more have 


perished or how many more will meet certain 
death. The state's boys in blue havealso been 
inciting conflicts, and deathsquads formed by 
the state have been in the limelight for some 
time. So, at present, things are grim, for as | 
write this letter groups of innocent people 
somewhere are being systematically butch- 
ered, while the state does zero. 

We have a wide range of political parties in 
South Africa, from the CP and AWB on the 
tight to the PAC, AZAPO on the left, and lots in 
between. | don't want to go into the politics of 
each as | could go on and on. All the leftists 
oppose statist racist policies (obviously) but 
are all themselves authoritarian groups and 
therefore not worthy of any long-term support. 
AZAPO (Azanian People's Organization) is the 
only one that addresses the class issue, so 
that's cool butonce again itis authoritarian. In 
fact, there are NO anarchist/antiauthoritarian 
groups in South Africa not even within our 
little “scene”. A real tragedy. 

However, the AYF literature that brother 
Felix sent has lifted heads and spirits over 
here so who knows, maybe in the near future 
something may materialize (l'II keep PE posted). 

About 4-5 weeks ago the state announced 
thata black person can now legally own land: 
in other words itis telling the black person that 
s/he can now pay the state for land, land that 
initially belonged to the black person and land 
that the state stole 300 years ago. Secondly, 
the average black individual can’t afford to 
purchase land (a situation arising through 300 
years of white colonialism). This is justa brief 
outline of the SA situation at present. If any- 
one wants more info, write to me. | also do a 
zine, so get in touch. We can swap zines, 
letters, tapes, videos, etc. All mail will be 
answered so do write. This report may sound 
very negative. unfortunately the situation here 
warrants such a report.

As you might know Austria is situated right 
in the center of Europe and has just over 
seven millioninhabitants. Viennais thecapital 
with 1.6 million people living there and is of 
course one of the main places for things to 
happen. 

A really important organization is Dead 
Mountains. This kind of independent music 
agency is responsible for permanent con- 
certs in the hc/punkindie-style which take 
place in a place called Flex. The entrance fee 
there is acceptably low and non-alcoholic 
drinks are free. Most of the relevant bands 
from Austria play there. Flex Digest is the 
corresponding fanzine. At the moment in 
Vienna, a lot of other real fanzines are about: 
Der Gürtel, Tief Unten, Der Basilisk, Sonic 
News, Skug, and Chelsea Chronicle, Sacro 
Egoismo is Austria's more or less one and 
only dedicated mailorder distribution andalso 
does some label work with Austrian bands. 

One big problem in Austria is that there are 
no private radio stations permitted by the au- 
thorities. The only program on official radio 
thatdoes non-commercial music is Musicbox 
which is on five times a week. In Vienna, or- 
ganisations like Boiler and Radio Subcom 
emerged to place actions for a free radio sys- 
tem in Austria such as pirate radio happen- 
ings. Boileralso supports the Austrian scene 
with network actions like the so-called “Boiler- 
live-pool.” Wednesdays Austrian bands get 
recorded live at Flex and a double LP should 
follow. Radio Subcom is into video and tele- 
vision and bothers a lot with precious hip- 
hop and dance-floor acts.

If you ever pass by Southern California to 
do a tour, stop by the Anti Club or send them 
a demo tape for gigs.

I'm Jackie Weltman; I'm a poet and I'm a baker. | 
live in S.F. and I'm currently engaged in the 
struggle of identity and finding out who | am and 
working on my writing.

Could you tell us a little history about your- 
self, say a history of your being a lesbian? 
Thisis weird cos’ | justtake it for granted. In terms 
of being a homosexual, | had feelings as early as 
the first grade. | had my first affair with a woman 
when I was thirteen. I had no political conscious- 
ness at all, it was just feelings. My mother found 
out about it... 

How old were you when she found out? 
Twasthirteen. | had my firstlove with a good friend 
of mine, my best friend, at camp. This was the 
classic situation; | think even girls who aren't 
lesbian have “things” with their friends at their age 
when they're at camp or school. We “did some 
stuff,” and after that, wrote to each other fervently 
at least once every two days. My mother went 


through my room and found a letter and de- 
manded that we not see each other. So, | would 
save my lunch money and call her, and this went 
on foranother year, until itendedin seventh grade. 
I had another affair in eighth grade with one of my 


girlfriends in the gym locker room, and her mother 


got all upset about it. It was a time of mothers 
getting all upset. | didn't consider myself a lesbian 
until | was sixteen. | had boyfriends, but it was a 


they react if they did?

| started having separatist feelings early in col- 
lege— and | make a distinction between separa- 
tism and women's space, and we can get into that 
a little later. There wasn't one incident that hap- 
pened to me that traumatized me, itwas the whole 
of society. As a woman, as long as | gave myself 
to men, | was helping the patriarchy rule. 

Do you still see it that way? Do you see it as 
“men,” or “men in a system of patriarchy”? 
Aah, | see it both. | used to see it as inseparable; 
men by being men could not separate themselves 
from the patriarchy, and! think at some level that's 
true. No matter how "cool" you are, you're still a 
man, and thatwas the trip | was taking when | was 
a separatist. | think that my decision to not be a 
separatist in that way any more was based upon 
my changing of that crux, that value. Just because 
you are a man does not mean you are the patriar- 
chy. 

Yeah, that's just what | was getting at. To me, 
separatism in that form is just like the Puritan 
notion of “Original Sin.” Humans are born 
sinful, men are born patriarchal. 

| don’t think that | believed that men were born 
patriarchal, | believed that there was no way to get 
away from the socialization of men. | could not 
change the way men were socialized; it was not 
that they were born bad, it was that they were 
raised bad. Even the best of them were somehow 
tainted with patriarchal attitudes, and as long as 
that happened it was useless. 

What led you to say that men were useless to 

change when obviously a lot of women hold 
these patriarchal values as well? 
Separatists don’t associate with straight women, 
either. They may associate with them, but they 
don't choose to give them their energy. Separa- 
tism is about choosing to give your energy to one 
place or the other. I don't now say that separatists 
suck; | think that's important. Just like the ex- 
tremely orthodox in the Jewish community are im- 
portant, because they set a parameter, they're a 
border. “This marks the end of a movement.” This 
is the end of the parentheses of a people. I'm not 
the kind of ideologue who'll say , “I think these 
people are wrong and shouldn't exist." | mean, 
whatever, there are going to be separatists and 
that's okay. | support separatism. | don't support it 
in it's more ugly forms. 

J remember ina letter you wrote me, you said 
that some don't even want male children, and 
that's totally embracing the Original Sin no- 
tion: 

That's right. Again, that's where | changed my 
mind... | guess | 
changed my mind, but 
it was really more in 
the realm of experi- 
ence. | think punks 
really helped me un- 
derstand. | gotto know 
gay andlesbian punks, 
and | didn’t know there 
were any. | thought 
punks were straight. 
They were easy very 
going about who they 
kept their company 
with; they didn't reject 
other punks who 
weren't into their 
scene. In fact, the les- 
bian punks | knew got 
along with straight 
male punks, it was just 
apartofthe scene, and 
I learned a lot. From 
that, | had a lot of con- 
tact with men and ex- 
posure to them. If you 
don'thave any contact 
with men at all in daily 
life, you don't know 
much about them, and 
its easy to keep be- 
lieving things because 
you don't know men, 
you know? When | 
Started meeting men, | 
thought, “Hey, these ~ 
guys are all right.” | 
wasn'tsaying that they 
were perfect or that 
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they didn't have any sexist viewpoints, but as | 
grew older | didn'tcare that much anymore. | knew 
what | needed to know, and I didn't go interrogat- 
ing men to find out if they were sexist. | didn't care 
what they thought. There they were, they were 
individuals, and it helped me to see. When | 
started seeing people as individuals, not men or 
women as much—| still see them that way and | 
still believe there are differences and I'm still a 
radical feminist in many ways—but when | started 
seeing them more as individuals, | could drop the 
separatist hoopla about men being these inher- 
ently untrustworthy people and unsafe because 
they're men. Somebody who's a hardline separa- 
list will say no matter how cool a man is or how 
much of a feminist he tries to be, because he has 
is a man, because he has a penis, because he is 
given a certain amount of power in the society by 
being born a man, he automatically— and this is 
true— he automatically has a certain amount of 
power. 

Even if, say, the child is raised by lesbian par- 
ents? 

It doesn't matter, because in the eyes of the 
patriarchy, which is what we are under, that male 
child is automatically given power. 

Which means he's Just as much ofa victim as 
the separatists. | mean, he's a victim in that he 
has no choice. 

I'm nothere to argue with that, I'm just quoting the 
separatist position. Whether you're a victim or 
whether you're not, you're a man, and you are 
given power by the patriarchy, and there's no way 
that a woman can meet you on the same level. 
Separatism is therefore about creating a society 
where awoman doesn'thave that problem, where 
there's no reason to figure out how to deal with 
men, because there are no men. Certainly, having 
been there and still believing some of it and 
understanding the theory, sure you can deal with 
apluralistic society and the problems thatitcauses 
by leaving it. 

This is what you think the separatists are 
doing? Is that what you are saying? 

They are doing more than that. On one level | 
think they're saying thatthere's no way to deal with 
the problem of men, that no matter how good or 
how wonderful or who your parents are or how 
feminist you are, if you are a man you are inher- 
ently given more power than a woman, and we 
(women) will always lose in the patriarchy, so I'm 
getting the hell out. We're not going to wait for the 
revolution to happen, we're gonna do it now and 
we are leaving. So they're doing that, that's one 
thing. с 
Do you think that's one of their positive attrib- 
utes? 

Atsome levell thinkit's a positive thing, to say that 
I'm not going to wait for the revolution and for 
patriarchy to be overthrown; I'm leaving now and 
I'm creating my own woman-based economy and 
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woman-basedland so that | can live theway want 
to live. They're trying to live their lives as com- 
pletely untouched by the patriarchy as possible, 
and | think that's brave. All types of people are 
doing that in their own way, and | think that’s how 
the separatists are doing it. The other basic tenet 
aboutseparatism says that have a certain amount 
ofenergy togive to this world, andifl give itto men, 
it's a waste. If men rule the world, why am ! going 
to make it easier by giving them what energy ! 
have? Like if | want to go buy a product and | can 
buy it from a woman, why would | want to buy it 
from a man? 

So by the same token, would you say that per- 
haps they're spending as much negative en- 
ergy Ìn avoiding men as they would spend 
positive energy in supporting them? 

Yeah, that was the second big reason | decided 
not to call myself a separatist, in addition to the 
reason | mentioned before. In addition to notbeing 
able to hold every single individual guilty for the 
crimes of his gender, | think separatists spend 
more time thinking about men than they think they 
do because their philosophy, at least in part, is 
based on avoiding men, so they spend alot of time 
avoiding men and figuring out how notto give their 
energy to men and that in itself is giving them 
energy! It's ridiculous! 

One more question about separatism and 
then we'll drop it. Do you think that separatists 
are In a way sexist because they automatically 
refute and keep away from males without giv- 
Ing any regard to their person? 

Yes and no. | associate sexism with male sex- 
ism... | guess intellectually | could say. yes but 
emotionally something in me recoils against that. 
To some extent they are stereotyping men. Ihave 
toadd this: my dedication to the conceptof women's 
space has remained through my life and still 
remains, cos’ | don’t think that's separatism. 
Women's space is the concept that there should 
be a space in a temporary place and time in a 
situation of given limits for women only. Certain 
Women's peace camps are like this. That to me is 
a sacred thing, not only in a spiritual way, but in a 
political way. Because it is true that we do live 
under a patriarchy. We can act as if we don't, but 
i'snottrue; we do. Because welive in apatriarchy, 
menprettymuch cangowhere they want. Women's 
space is ourattempt to have a place for ourselves 
Where we can discuss things among ourselves 
and feel safe.

Tim: No, I don't mind it, Ben. See, it's a part-time 
job and that's the kind of part-time job | want, 
where you go in and do it and leave and you don't 
take it home with you. 

Ben: How long have you worked there? 

Tim: Thirteen years. 

Ben: What other jobs have you had in your life? 

Tim: Umm, | drove a truck, worked in a slaughter- 
house, worked in a parking lot, a hardware store. 
Ben: Do you have a girlfriend? 

Tim: No, at the moment, no. They're too few and 
far between. 

Ben: Really, that's sad. 

Tim: Well, sometimes it is and sometimes it isn't. 
When I'm "involved" | wish I wasn't and when I'm 
not | wish | was. 

Ben: Do you do any other writing outside of your 
magazine? 

Tim:No, I'mnota very literate kind of guy actually. 
| don't read much either. 

Ben: Well, you go to see movies, right? 

Tim: Yeah, not a whole lot. 

Ben: You like gore movies? 








groups like the Kiwanis Club or the Good Ol’ 
Boys Club and their resistance to women in 
thelr organizations? 

Well, I've thought about that for along time, and in 
order to be consistent, | have to give them the 
benefit of the doubt. There's a lot of liberal main- 
stream feminism thatis working to integrate things 
that used to be men-only, and there's two things I 
want to say about it. One is that at some level I 
must, because | feel the way | do about women's 
space, | must give white separatists, black sepa- 
ratists, male separate space the benefit of the 
doubt. You have a right to be only with people of 
your own kind. On the other hand | think we need 
to make an important distinction between groups 
of people who have power in this society and 
groups of people who don't. Men have power in 
this society over women, and we need to see the 
exclusion of women in male-only organizations as 
sort of a slightly different animal than women 
excluding men. On the other handwe have women, 
whohave been historically oppressed by the other 
gender, so they are creating a space where they 
can do what they want which is separate and 
which is safe. Whereas men creating a separate 
space is really no different from men being out in 
the world. Although they may want to talk about 
things that exclusively deal with male bonding— 
whichis all important and | think it's okay— they're. 
not doing anything they couldn't normally do in the 
mixed world at large. They do have dominion over 
that world. They're not creating a safe space, 
necessarily. 

That's a good distinction. Well, we've almost 
beaten feminism into the ground here, but 
what do you think about, "liberal feminism"? 

| know this is one of your pet peeves. Well, I'm 
very pugnacious about liberal, mainstream femi- 
nism. “NOW feminism" is what | call it. Liberal 
feminism does some really good things. They've 
been very supportive of reproductive rights. | think 
it does very well for birth control, family planning, 
reproductive rights; things that are very important 
to “mainstream” straight women. But, when it 
comes to the trip about “we want the some rights 
as men and we want to be equal and the same", | 
think that's bullshit. g 

Do you think they pose any threat to patriar- 
chy? 

| think at some level. 

Do you think they are consumed into patriar- 
chy justlike unions are consumed into capital- 
ism and are now an essential part of capital- 
ism? Do you think that mainstream feminism 
can become an essential part of the patriarchy 
in the same way? 

Unions have been a threat to capitalism and now 


Tim: No, | don't like those kinds. | guess my 
favorite kinds of movies are sort of an action type 
thriller thing with politics. (laughs) And those are 
few and far between. 

Ben: Did you like Salvador ? 

Tim: Yeah. 

Ben: You should see Orphans. Well, there's no 
politics in it but it's still pretty funny, and weird. 
Anyways, whatelse do you do in your spare time? 
Tim: Uh, | don'thave any. The magazine keeps me 
pretty busy... 

Ben: Perhaps you bowl... 

Tim: | play Risk. 

Ben: You play Risk? Do you drink? 

Tim: Very rarely. I'm not like real sociable, well on 
a certain level I'm sociable in work/play type 
atmospheres. But in terms of parties and things... 
Ben: Well, I don'tlike parties either. They make me 
feel creepy and I'm real uncomfortable around 
people | don't know unless I'm the center of 
attention. 

Tim: | think that's called the Jello Biafra complex. 
Ben: Anyway, you're 45 years OLD, is that a 
problem seeing as how you live with younger 
people? 

Tim: Yeah, sometimes. It's not a problem in the 
house. Well, it's only a mild problem. It can be a 
problem socially, especially in terms of meeting 
people my own age, women my own age that | can 
relate to. 

Ben: Because most people your age are pretty 
much assholes. 

Tim: Uh, yeah. Yeah. So it just makes it difficult to 
find people you have stuff in common with. 

Ben: Ok, let's talk about the magazine. Everybody 
and their mother has something nasty to say about 
Tim Yohannon, yet you don't even do that much 
writing in the magazine. When you're putting the 
zine together do you consciously try to put across 
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they are a part of capitalism. They still dilute 
capitalism. They still inject an element of radical- 
ism, so | can't say that mainstream feminism is 
going to “overthrow” patriarchy. | think that yes, it 
does pose a threat. If it didn’t pose a threat we 
wouldn't be seeing the backlash and the total 
hatred of the word feminism today by men and by 
women. | think any movement of women to be 
assertive or to challenge the status quo in any way 
is threatening. 

But ultimately, do you think that women be- 
coming congresspersons orcorporate execu- 
tives will... Do you think criticizing patriarchy 
and power and then wanting a chunk of it will 
change anything substantially? 

1 don't think it's going to overthrow the patriarchy, 
butl do thinkit's going to change the face of things. 
I'm not saying that I'm a liberal feminist because 
I'mnot. Liberal feminists want “equal rights”. They 
want to have the same "rights" as men. Where 
they gotthe idea that they didn't have these basic, 
inalienable rights is beyond me. This has an 
assumption behind it that women are the same, 
and radical feminism doesn't make that distinc- 
tion. As far as | understand it, radical feminism is 
more akin to anti-feminism in saying women and 
men аге пој the same.

Tim: Yeah, sure to some extent. There's a certain 
type of progressive attitude that's reflected...

There's stuffin there for people 
wholike the magazine and there's stuff in there for 
people who hate it. | mean most of the people that 
hate the magazine read it, so at least it serves a 
function for them too. 

Ben: From my experience being on the road, it 
seems like there's a hellofa lot of people out there 
whose whole understanding of what punk rock is, 
is dictated by the magazine. 

Tim: Well, that's too bad. One of the complaints 
about Maximum, andthisis a semi-valid complaint 
too, is that we have so much "power" that a lot of 
people, wellifthat's the only contactthat they have 
with punk then they're gonna think that's the only 
thing that punk is, and | can see where it's gonna 
influence young minds into viewing punk a certain 
way. Andall | can say is look, if we're doing our job 
really good and other people aren't doing what 
they can do really good, then don't blame us. In 
other words, there should be a lot of magazines, 
like Maximum, reflecting a wide variety of opinions 
about different subjects, that should come out 
regularly and that should get distributed decently. 
If they came out regularly, they would get distrib- 
uted decently. So | think it's lame if people point 
their finger and say," You're doing too good." 
Ben: Well, Ithinkpartofthe problem is thatnobody 
wants to work that hard and also, nobody has the 
money. 








must not participate in a system which is a prob- 
lem, and do recognize the differences between 
men and women and respect them and then 
change the system... This is just my trip, but think 
women in congress can make a difference and 
have made a difference. At the same time, there 
are women who haven't made a difference at all, 
and are worse than men. Margaret Thatcher is a. 
perfectly good example. So yes, | think to some 
extentit's dehumanizing women. It's making them 
give up some of their best attributes- 

It's making them assume male values of ag- 
gression and-- 

Right, but at the same time, there's an osmotic 
effect going on. It is having women adapt male 
strategies for assuming power, but there is also. 
the flipside of that, which is that women in a male 
system is making men see a little more of their 
behavior. Women becoming part of male society 
haye changed men, | don't think men would have 
any reason to change unless mainstream liberal 
feminists had done what they did.

Tim: | agree, but there have been a lot of maga- 
zines that were in this position that either their. 
musical tastes changed, or they shifted direction 
as far as what they were covering or people just 
lostinterest, or are justnotinterested in doing it as 
often as we do it. But it's weird y'know. The 
anarchists think we're communists and the fas- 
cists think we're anarchists, the straight edgers 
think we're drunk, the drunkards thinkwe’re straight 
edge and we're all of those. And like you pointed 
out earlier, | would say that the in-house staff 
writes about 5 percent of the magazine and the 
rest just comes in. There's very little that we weed 
out. In the letters section we weed out a lot just 
cause a lot of them are repetitious, or incoherent, 
or whatever.

And the same 
thing is, is that after you've been around a certain 
amount of time, your readers are going to know 
what your magazine is about, and those are the 
people that write in. | mean, the people who really, 
really hate us have stopped reading.

Tim: And even if you get a negative response it 
helps. There's a certain body of people out there, 
who if | give a record a negative review, they'll go 
buy it. 

Ben: Ok, we know that once someone becomes 
something ofa public figure, especially in the punk 
scene, they're held up for inspection and, prodded 
and poked and often unjustly slagged. But there 
are always gonna be some people slagging you 
that have valid points to make. So you have to 
question yourself once in a while. Do you do that? 
Tim: Yes. Although maybe not that often. There 
are sometimes when I'll get called on some shit 
where | had doubts about it in the first place. 
Ben: Well, whatabout calling other people on their 
shit? It seems like if a band is left wing and 
politically correct, their record is almost guaran- 
teeda good review in the magazine, regardless of 
whether or not it's a good record.

Because my feeling is this-well firstofall, there are 
now about a dozen people doing record reviews 
and their tastes run the gamut, and to be honest | 
would agree with maybe 25 percent of the re- 
views. | mean there’s some stuff that gets good 
reviews that just makes me wince. And as far as 
how much a reviewer values a message or how 
the band practices what they preach versus per- 
formance, that varies.

PE: What views do you have on drugs, includ-

R: No one in the band condones the use of drugs 
and cigarettes, especially cigarettes, the govern- 
mental drug of choice which quietly kills thou- 
sands of innocent people every year.

Two members of 
thebanddrinkbutwe believe thereis nothing punk 
about being drunk and the members of the band 
that do drink aren't punk. 

PE: We recently went to see Decline of West- 
em Civilization /, which got me to thinking 
about the longevity and permanence of the 
punk subculture. Seeing as how punk is fif- 
teen years or so old, do you think it's had a 
major or minor or any impact socially, politi- 
cally and culturally? Will punk ever die?

FINDING A 
VS Ys

When getting involved with the martial arts it's im- 
portant to use a lot of time and judgment in order 
to find the class that's best for you. Like buying a 
car, it's easy to make a bad choice that you'll 
regret later. When trying to find a martial arts or 
self-defense class there are four major concerns: 
the style, the instructor, the cost, and dedication. 

One of the first things to consider is what styles 
you would prefer to study. There are hundreds to 
choose from. Well-known styles include Kung Fu, 
Karate, Judo, Tae Kwon Do, and even boxing or 
wrestling. Each of these styles have many differ- 
entvariations with different names. Also, many in- 
structors now teach mixtures of various styles 
since each style has its flaws. Most experts rec- 
ommend starting on and mastering one style, but 
eventually taking on other styles. There are also 
classes for particular groups, such as women's 
self-defense. | have my own preferences buteach 
person should shape their choice by talking with 
friends and instructors, viewing the various styles 
and considering their own needs. 

The instructor makes or breaks a style, so it's 
important to get second opinions on their ability to 
teach, and make sure you feel comfortable learn- 
ing from them. Watch a couple sessions of the 
class to see how the instructor teaches and ob- 
serve the style. If the instructor won'tlet you watch 
the class, as some won't, this should cast serious 
doubts on joining the class until you know more 
aboutit. Instructors are people and have the same 
problems as everyone else. If people who are 
egocentric, dogmantic, etc. bother you, avoid them. 

Martial arts can be very expensive, some- 
times costing more than rent on an apartment. 
Also, some instructors charge a fee to join which 
may be more than $100. For beginners | recom- 
mend gaining alittle experience cheaply by taking 
classes through the parks department or at a local 
city college as a physical education class, both of 
which offer good classes relatively cheaply. After 
taking a few classes, you learn more about the 
different styles and your own needs, and meet 
people that can give you good advice. That's the 
time to decide on a style that you want to “у

Neal and I crept silently on our bellies out of the trap and up 

the small hill. It was the dead of night, with the distant city 

lights that brightened the sky the only deceiver of our position. 

Clad in black, | clutched my rifle, Neal his pistol. We inched 

along the wet ground, silently, silently. We had both been 

drinking earlier in the evening which dulled our senses but 
also made us more brazen and daring. 

We had been on patrol for about an hour already and we 
had seen nothing, so we took it upon ourselves to head 
straight for the epicenter of the enemy stronghold. Maybe it 
was the alcohol that influenced our recklessness, | don't 
know. As we reached the top of the hill we could see their 
headquarters lit up in the distance, but it was a distance of 

“only 25yards. We were righton top of them! We approached 
the fence, looking for ways in. We had no bolt cutters; Damn! 

Finding no-opening, we retreated back to our hill, where 

instead of an all-out assault on the enemy we would snipe 

them, picking them off as they left the compound. 

Five minutes of dead silence passed (broken only by the 
occasional giggle—the alcohol was still working on us). We 
saw a night patroller head out of the compound in his silent 
electric vehicle. | took my rifle and aimed. Steady, steady. 
Blam! Ping! Damn! | missed my target and hit the side of the 
corrugated tin HQ walls instead. The racket was deafening; 
our cover was blown, What could we do but run? 

We ran until we felt ourselves safe, but we refused to give 
up our mission. After all, we weren't out to kill Commies, 
Asians, Panamanians, or Iraqis. No ma'am, we were on a 
more locally urgent and far more noble mission. We were out 
shooting greenies. 

Yes, greenies. That's *greenskeepers" to those unfamiliar 
with golf guerillalingo. Y’know, they're the poor saps who are 
up all night taking care of the horribly unnatural habitat of rich 
scum and their business associates, land decimated by 
Millions of gallons of water, massive machinery, plaid polyes- 
ter-panted yuppies and those damned little white balls: the 
golf course. 

The golf course is one of the most despicable examples of 

' human (especially rich human) domination over nature, and 
yet itis vastly underrated in terms of ecological destruction 
and classism. People complain about land ravaged by 
forestry, livestock grazing, and agriculture all the time (and 
well they should), but no one has yet dared challenge the 

corporate monsters who destroy the natural beauty of the 
deserts of Arizona, the jungles of Hawaii, or the forests of 

di ta in order to build hi i 8or even 27- 

urban Amerika. Itwasinthislightthat Nealand Idecided to take 
matters into our own hands on a warm summer nightin 1986 in 
Tempe, Arizona. The war on golf courses had officially begun. 

Some of the meeker types out there may ask, "Why do you 
declare war on golf courses, joel? Aren't they nice little green 
places where civilized people can play a friendly game of golf 
with friends?" | answer, Oh my friend, there are many reasons 
to sabotage these green scourges, enough to send the most 
liberal Sierra Clubber into an ecotaging frenzy if s/he has half 
a conscience. 

Snooty private golf clubs are grottos of racism and sexism. 
Women have been banned from many clubs for years, and up. 
to 1990 the private club Shoal Creek in Alabama (a course on 
the PGA tour) prohibited Black persons from becoming mem- 
bers. This was only changed after the publicity the exclusive, 
racistresort attracted after our buddy Dan Quayle played there 
(Quayle didn't protest the club's racism, reporters did). I'm sure 
many of you are aware of what happened in Quebec last 
summer, when a Montreal suburb tried to expand a golf course 
onto 55 acres of Kahnestake Woodland ancestral land, The 
Mohawk Indians defended themselves and their land with guns 
and barricades, surrendering only after Canadian troops in 
armed carriers and helicopters moved in on them. Local white 
trash hooted and jeered racist epitaphs at the Mohawks be- 
cause Mowhawks wouldn't allow a golf course on land that 
rightfully belongs to them and because they blocked these 
yuppies' bridges to Montreal. 

Golf courses wreak havoc on the environment. They cause 
pesticide damage of groundwater (killing birds and harming 
humans and other species), destroy thousand of acres of virgin 

- animal and plant habitat and use inordinate amounts of limited 
freshwater supplies (especially in the desert), all for a few elite 
people's fun. Seven hundred Atlanticbrant geese died ofacute 
diazinon poisoning (a pesticide commonly used on golf courses 
and lawns) after three courses were sprayed in 1984, leading 
the EPA to actually ban the use of diazinon on golf courses as 
an insecticide. This was the first time the EPA banned a 
particular use of pesticide solely on the basis of harm to wildlife. 
Even the US Golf Association is talking about cutting back on 
pesticide use out of fear the EPA will do it for them first. When 
the EPA and industry associations actually take action to 
protect the environment, you know something is going really 
bad. 

As for water usage, many golf courses use up to 2,000,000 
gallons per day to keep lawns lush and green for spoiled 
yuppies who refuse to play on a course with a single blemish of 
brown grass. Up to 130,000,000 gallons of water per day are 
used to keep 65 golf courses green in Palm Springs, California, 
atown thatis not only infested with rich yahoos butis also in an 
extremely dry desert climate. Water is precious in Palm 
Springs and other desert cities like Phoenix, Tucson, and Las 
Vegas, but scarce freshwater supplies go to putting greens for 
therich and bored. Cutting close to my heart, one of my favorite 
plants—the Saguarocactus—is rotting on Western golf courses 
due to overwate"ng.

Ninety-two percent of Amerikans don't play golf: Why are 
we letting the other eight percent destroy our wetlands, 
deserts, and forests? Six hundred new golf courses were 
builtfrom 1988-1990, giving the US about 13,000 golf courses. 
Did someone say overkill? Each course consumes about 
150 acres of land, shrinking wildlife habitats in rural areas and 
driving up property values in urban areas (read: gentrifica- 
tion). In 1985 golf courses consumed1.3 million acres of land 
in Amerika; that number has undoubtably increased by at 
least a quarter million acres by now. Why are we letting 
people getaway with this? Each golf course costs about $2.5 
million for the land and $5 million to build. Are these things 
built by normal people like you or me, or rich developers out 
to make a buck at most any cost? 

Golf course managers shoot, lay traps, and poison wildlife. 
Businessmen and scuzzy politicos make their deals on golf 
courses. Golf courses suck dry freshwater supplies and poi- 
son what water is left with pesticides. Don'tyou think it's time 
we made them stop? The time to do it is now, while the golf 
industry is in financial straits due to overdevelopment. Infact, 
upto 1,000 developers of golf course residential communities 
are in the red due to overdevelopment in the golf course in- 
dustry. These developers are hurting: Give ‘em alittle push. 
They may not be able to go bankrupt without your help. 

By now | hope you're asking, “How do | begin the noble work 
of systematically destroying my neighborhood golf course?” 
Well, there are hundreds of ways to do it, so let yourimagina- 
tion run wild, but I'l give you a head start. First and most 
importantly, the key is the greens. Each golf course green 
costs about $18,000 to build and many more thousands to 
maintain, so if you're going for maximum damage that's 
where you want to start. One simple way to thoroughly fuck 
up a green is to pour liquid chlorine or pool acid on it (avail- 
able at any pool supply store). Gasoline will also work. This 
willmakethe expensive turf turnyellow and die, costing loads 
to repair. Try to do this when the lawn is dry, if possible. 
Experiment with other toxic liquids as well; sabotage can be 
fun and educational! Of course, simply digging a healthy 


number of deep divots in greens with aspade works well, too, | killed a spectator yesterday at the PGA Championship in Carmel, Ind.
